Meanwhile the Inhabitants of the In- 
terior Are Feeling the Pinch 
of Famine. 


LONDON, March 27.—The conference with 
the Marquis of Salisbury, held in Paris yes- 
2 terday with M. Hanotaux, the French Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, is regarded as 
very important, not only with reference to 
the Eastern situation, but as bearing upon 
the general relations between Great Britain 
and France. It was noticed that M. Hano- 
taux gréeted Lord Salisbury cordially when 
he arrived and that their parting was even 
more cordial, indicating that the confer- 
ence satisfied both. What actually passed 
is not known, but the Figaro believes that 
f Lord Salisbury suggested that the island of 
: Crete be occupied by two powers, one of 
N them being Great Britain and the other 
| France or Russia. Other French newspa- 
' pers and the British press believe that the 
fe conferences are a sign of improved relations 
7 and are especially significant as following

The British Premier, whose health is 
much shaken, is expected to remain on the 
Riviera until after Easter. 
In spite of the warlike preparations, the 
prospect in the Levant has certainly not 
become darker during the past week, and 
there are indications that the difficulty may 
be solved by the Powers inducing the Sul- 
tan to withdraw the Turkish troops from 
Crete. 

| The situation in Canea-is a powerful ar- 
gGument in favor of the withdrawal of the 
Turks. They are being driven in from the 
outlying posts and the newspapers to-day 
are asking of what use are the Turks if 
the foreign forces age compelled to do their 
work, as in the case of the foreign occu- 
pation of Malaxa fort, commanding Sudia 
and Canea, from which the Turks were 
4 ériven.

It is stated from Kissamo that the Cre- 
tan leaders there want annexation to 
Greece under the impression that autonomy 
will not repay them for the. losses of their 
oS Property. while Greece would pay them an 
indemnity in full, This idea shows that the 
money question lies at the root of the whole 
complication. 


In the meanwhile, advices from the in- 
terior of Crete indicate that the inhabitants 
Are already feeling the pinch of famine. A 
Special correspondent who has just visited 
the camp of Col. Vassos, the commander of 
the Greek army of occupation, describes the 
journey. He says that in the mountains, at 
a place called Stilofaramgo, he heard weird 
voices across a deep, impassable ravine, is- 
Suing apparently from the bowels of the 
earth, and adds: 


We stopped and through our field glasses 

/ Saw emaciated women and children emerg- 

ing from a cave high up in the mountains. 

They were the wives and children of 

Christians, hiding from the Turks and liv- 
ing upon roots. 

“When we reached Col. Vassos’ camp, at 
Alikiano, we saw scores of famishing peo- 
ple, once rich, who came begging for food. 
Several of them had not eaten for three or 
four days, and hundreds of others were 
said to be in the same condition. The dis- 
tress was heartrending and disease has 
now supervened.”’

The Paris Journal Des Debats to-day pub- 
lished a letter from an officer of the 
French squadron, who declares that many 
Moslem children of tender age have been 
assaulted by so-called Christians, that boys 
have been frightfully mutilated and babies 
slashed with Sabres. 

The tremendous difficulty of governing 
such a people on civilized methods has ex- 
ercised the minds of Lord Salisbery and 
M. Hanoteaux, the French Prime Minis- 
ter, more, perhaps, than it has the states- 
men of the other European Governments. 
English and French opinion is so distinctly 
in favor of appointing a Greek Prince to 
govern Crete that neither Lord Salisbery 
nor the French Foreign Minister can risk 
defying it. The Russian Government has 
aims of its oc. apart from justice to 
Greece or the pacification of Crete. So 
while the proposals from England have suc- 
cessively had reference to the nomination 
of Prince George of Greece or Prince Ma- 
vrocordato, and those of France to either 
of these or Prince Waldemar of Denmark, 
Russia, with its imperial supporters in Ger- 
many and Austria, has put forward first 
Boso Petrovitch and next Prince Danilo, 
both Montenegrins in the pay of the Czar. 
If the Cretans feel obliged to fight the 
occupation will end in a bloody flasco and 
with Greece at bay against the Turk on 
the frontier the European situation will 
become worse than ever.

NEW YORK, March 27.—A special cable 
to the Evening Post from London says: 
Lord Salisbury has gone holiday making 
on the Riviera, taking in Paris en route, 
where he enjoyed a friendly conference 
with M. Hanotaux. That fact stands out 
amid a host of conflicting rumors and 
calms men's minds, for no one supposes 
that the Foreign Secretary would leave his 
post if he thought war wefe imminent. 
Another certain fact is that the resolute 
coercion of Greece, upon which the Powers 
tol@ King George on March 2 they were 
unitedly and irrevocably determined, has 
been pushed into the background by the 
Turkish massacres in Anatolia. Those 
massacres and the Malaxa incident prove 
to conviction that Turkish troops are worse 
than useless for the policing of Crete, 
Even Lord Salisbury’s strongest support- 
ers, from the Times downward, admit that 
the Turks must quit Crete. This done. 
and a Greek Governor appointed, the Cre- 
tans may begin to believe in the reality 
of their freedom from Turkish rule, 
Moreover, every Englishman revolts at

the thought of his magnificent fleet forcing 


starvation upon men and women goaded 
into rebellion against Turkish tyranny, 
while the Foreign Office has an uncomfort- 
able feeling that all the gold-laced Ad- 
mirals of Europe cannot override English 
law, and that the first British gun turned 
on a British or, for that matter, an Amer- 
ican ship delivering food to the blockaded 
Cretans, will expose the British Admiral 
to liability for heavy damages and possi- 
bly charges of murder. 

All this makes for peace, 

On the other hand, the approaching de- 
parture of the Crown Prince of Greece to 
take command of the Greek troops on the 
frontier makes straight for war and an 
outbreak in Macedonia of Turkish mas- 
sacres and unlimited plunder, with what 
terrible results none can foresee. All cor- 
respondents in - thens agree that the 
further coercion of Greece means certain 
war on the frontier. 


ATHENS, March 27.—Crown Prince Con- 
stantin, who is to take command of the 
Greek forces on the frontier, started for 
Volo to-night. He was accompanied by the 
Crown Princess, who will go as far as La- 
rissa, where she will inspect the arrange- 
ments made by the Red Cross Society. She 
will remain. there two days and then return 
to Athens. 

An immense demonstration was made be- 
fore the palace previous to the departure of 
the Crown Prince. The crowd enthusiasti- 
cally cheered the royal pair. A deputation 
sent to the Crown Prince a copy of the reso- 
lutions adopted at a public meeting held 
recently, declaring that the people of Athens 
and the Piraeus were faithful interpreters 
of the sentiments of the nation, which was 
ready to make any sacrifice of blood or 
money in the cause of Crete. 

Crown Prince Constantine replied as 
follows: 

Have con nce in me. I know my duty. 
Rest assured I shall acquit myself like a 
soldier.“ 

After the family dinner at the Palace the 
“Te Deum” was sung in the chapel, the 
Metropolitan officiating. The Crown 
Prince kissed the Metropolitan’s hands and 
the King and Queen kissed the Prince and 
Princess. All were deeply affected. 

It is officially stated that the question 
of declaring war depends upon the pres- 
ent negotiations with the Powers, No one 
on the streets of Athens believes this, all 
accepting the departure of the Crown 
Prince as indicating that Greece has come 
to a definite decision to go to war.

BARTHQUAKE SHOCK. 


Seismic Disturbance, With Loud Ex- 
plosions, Which Shook All the 
Buildings of Montreal.

MONTREAL, Maren 27.—This city ex- 
perienced another severe shock of earth- 
quake at 12:15 o’¢lock this morning. The 
shock was accompanied by a series of loud 
explosions. All the buildings of the city 
were shaken and employes in the newspaper 
offices and in the,postoffice ran to the 
streefs for safety. : 

The shock this morning was far more se- 
vere and lasted longer than the one which 
took place in the early part of the week. 
In the large buildings, like the city hall and 
the hospitals, the shock was felt distinctly. 
It appears to have left no damage in its 
trail. 

At Vaudreil the shock was quite heavy; 
at Ganoque, not very heavy. At St. Anne’s 
Station, it was not as heavy as that of 
Tuesday. At Bruno it was pretty heavy. 
At St. Lambert the shock rattled the win- 
dows and shook the buildings perceptibly. 
At Rouse’s Point, N. Y., the shock made 
the windows quiver. The shock was felt as 
far South as Crown Point, and its duration 
was about ten seconds. 

The people of this vicinity are getting 
thoroughly frightened at the frequency of 
the shocks. The scientists at McGill Uni- 
versity and other educational institutions 
are shaking their heads and referring again 
to the well-known and proven scientific fact 
that Mount Royal is of volcanic creation 
and origin. 


CHARGED WITH PERJURY. 


A Man Who Was a Witness Against 
Henry Ward Beecher. 


NEW YORK, March 27.—Joseph Loader, 
a wealthy furniture dealer of Brooklyn, 
this morning was arrested on a charge of 
perjury preferred by his young wife. The 
charge grew out of a sult brought by Miss 
Rose Bretter, formerly Loader's housekeep- 
er, against Loader to recover diamonds and 
jewelry which had belonged to Loader's 
first wife and which Miss Bretter said 
Loader had given to her. Miss Bretter de- 
clared she left the diamonds in Loader's 
care. 

In the Henry Ward Beecher trial Loader 
testified that he was an upholsterer and 


that in the month of October, 1869, he was 


working in the house of Theodore Tilton. 
While engaged in laying carpets on the maln 
stairs he saw Mr. Beecher enter the front 
door of the house. Mrs. Tiltom met him in 
the hall. He said Mr. Beecher put his arms 
around Mrs. Tilton’s waist and drew her to 
him. Mr. Beecher kissed her on the cheek 
and she kissed him. 


FELL FOUR FLOORS. 


A Small Boy in Kansas City Tumbles 
Down an Elevator Shaft.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 27.—Lawrence, 
the 2-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Godfrey 
A. Jones, while getting into an elevator 
with his mother om the third floor of the 
Victoria Hotel this morning, tripped and 
fell backward through the open door, slipped 
beneath the elevator and fell four stories 
to the hard basement floar.

It is evident that kindly and well in- 
tentioned persons must cease petting the 
foolish young girls who try to kill them- 
gpelves because they are not satisfied with 
their condition in life. We would not dis- 
courage kindness. A sufferer, even if the 
Suffering has been self-inflicted, should 
be made as comfortable and contented 
as the circumstances will permit. But 
there the matter should end. Making 
heroes and heroines of people who try to 
commit suicide only tends to encourage 
imitation on the part of morbidly-minded 
young people who have no real cause for 
committing such an awful act. 

It is necessary for newspapers to pub- 
lish the news about such acts and their 
causes. This is demanded by the people. 
The publication is apt to produce wide- 

spread sympathy and efforts for the re- 

lief of hard conditions. But there should 
be a Limit. Foolishness must not 
be exalted into heroism, and the 
young people must be made to under- 
stand plainly that attempts at suicide are 
wicked and foolish, especially in mere 
children. 
’ Young people who attempt sulcide are 
not objects of admiration, They are not 
heroes or heroines, to be petted and imi- 
tated. They are.simply very foolish, 
ignorant and morbid persons, who have 
magnified their troubles by dwelling on 
them and disregarding the blessings they 
enjoy. 

Life is no harder on the young than it 
was fifty years ago, when children did 
not think or talk about killing them- 
selves. On the contrary, there is much 
more to live for now than there was then, 
in the way of cheap books, cheap amuse- 
ment, wonderful inventions, a wider in- 
terest in life and a growing human sym- 
pathy that gives us a higher hope for the 
future.

THE SPRING OF THE YEAR. 

What has become of the old-fash- 
loned spring season? It used to be safe 
for the poets to invoke the coming of the 
“ethereal mildness” of the vernal months, 
And Tennyson, though writing of the 
English climate, described our own 
springtime so well that we took the pict- 
ure to be true and to the life.

This was not prophecy, but the 
ripe conclusion of years of observation. 
For one thing, the date was three or four 


days beyond the end of the ground hog’s 


six weeks’ retirement after a sunny Can- 
dlemas Day. If Candlemas Day were 
cloudy, and the ground hog remained 
abroad, that fact, in the calculation of 
the almanac makers, meant the begin- 
ning of a transition period which would 
end in time for spring to appear on 
schedule time. In any event, spring was 
always billed to appear on the 20th. And 
she usually did. 

But she don’t now. In these degenerate 
days the transition period runs from Feb- 
ruary to June, or, in other words, from 
Winter to Summer, We may have sun- 
shine to-day, but we are totally without 
assurance that we may not have snow 
to-morrow. Changing flannels before 
Decoration Day has become dangerous. 
April showers are as apt to be hail storms 
as they are to fall at all, which is only 
another way of saying that people must 
take things as they come. 

The spring poets have almost disap- 
peared under such discouraging condi- 
tions, It is a mistake to suppose that they 
have been driven into repression through 
the shafts of wit and ridicule aimed by 
the paragraphers, or that the terrors of 
the waste basket have appalled them.

Those of them who have escaped the 
waste basket have, for lo these several 
years, had their odes to spring sunshine, 
blue heavens and budding flowers appear 
in the midst of belated snow storms and 
howling blizzards. Such a fate is deadly 
to genius. 

But the old-fashioned spring would be 
well worth getting back again, even if 
we must take with it the fledglings of 
the Muse.

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SPENCER AS A PESSIMIST. 


Like Tennyson, Herbert Spencer has 
developed a strong vein of pessimism 
in his old age. When he was a young 
man he appears to have shared in that 
roseate view of the possibilities of the 
race that inspired many of the couplets 
in Tennyson's “Locksley Hall.“ As time 
went on, he. disavowed his former lean- 
ings towards a millennial State as a pos- 
sibility of the future. Now, in his most 
recent work, “Principles of Sociology,” 
he ridicules the notion that civilized peo- 
ples are on the highway to the golden 
age, and points to the intense selfishness 
of the leaders of men nowadays. He 
fails to find a trace of altruism anywhere, 
and applies the argument as to gathering 
grapes from thorns or figs of thistles. 
Of British leaders he says, for example: 

First, men are sent to teach the heathens 
Christianity, and then Christians are sent 
to mow them down with machine guns! 
The policy is simple and uniform—Bibles 
first, bombshells after. Such being the do- 
ings abroad, what are the feelings at home? 
Honors, titles, emoluments are showered 
on the aggressors. A traveler who makes 
Ught of men’s lives is regarded as a hero 
and feted by the upper classes; while the 
lower classes give an ovation to a leader of 
fililbusters. 

Speaking of the United States, he says: 

The United States has local civil wars 
carried on by artisans, miners, etc., who 
will not let others work at lower wages than 
they themselves demand. There are, ac- 
cording to Judge Parker, lynchings at the 
rate of three per day; there is in the West 
“shooting at sight;” and the daily aver- 
age of homicides throughout the States has 
risen in five years from twelve per day to 
thirty per day. And now it is hoped that a 
nation in which self-regard leads to these 
Startling results, may be changed into a na- 
tion in which regard for others is supreme! 

He finds the same spirit in France and 
Germany, and concludes by asserting that 
it is more reasonable to look for a reign 
of order and brotherliness among Papuan 
Islanders, “among whom the man chosen 
as chief uses his property to help poorer 
men out of their difficulties,” thr’ any- 
where among oclvilized nations. | 

If Mr, Spencer’s reasoning .w 
the outlook would 
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But these, in many cases, are actual evi- 
dences of the growth of altruism. When 
a thousand poor men will give up their 
daily bread because.they believe a wrong 
has been done to one man, it is a sign 
of the growth of fraternity. When work- 
ingmen all over the world protest against 
useless wars, it shows that the reign of 
universal peace is not impossible. When 
people of all classes unite to raise funds 
for the relief of distress whenever it is 
properly called to their attention through 
the press, proof is given that the heart 
of humanity can be made to beat In. sym- 
pathy. . 

Mr. Spencer should not have sought 
the leaders for examples of the growth 
of altruism. He would have found it 
easily among the masses. And it is the 
masses, in the long run, who control the 
destiny of the race. 


WOMEN WAGE EARNERS. 

A number of persons are writing letters 
to the editor of the Post-Dispatch about 
the problem of female labor, the position 
having been taken by a correspondent 
that women ought not to compete with 
men for positions as wage earners. 

Most of the writers have looked at this 
question merely from the standpoint of 
individual expediency. They say women 
must work for money, whether they like 
it or not, and some intimate that the 
chief reason why women have to work is 
that men have failed in their duty to sup- 
port the weaker sex. Their chief argu- 
ment is that if the men sought marriage 
more and were more industrious, women 
would not have to become bread winners. 

The female labor problem has arisen 
because we are in a transition period. We 
are in the age of machinery, and it has 
not yet been settled which machines it is 
best and most possible for women to at- 
tend and which involve work too ardu- 
ous and unhealthy for them to endure. 
The women may be said to be feeling 
their way, and the process displaces male 
workers, sometimes very appropriately, 
and at other times the displacement is of 
doubtful advantage to the race. 

It cannot be questioned that, before 
women began to push inte trade and in- 
dustry, a very large number of men were 
doing work that was far beneath their 
strength and more suited to women or 
even boys. And there are still thousands 
of men in stores, factories and offices who 
will in time be displaced by women or 
boys, the displacement being natural and 
in the long run not harmful to the race. 

What then? Men must seek work for 
which they are adapted and which the 
women cannot do. There is plenty of it, 
but at the present time the growth of 
monopoly has shut off the natural ave- 
nues to labor. Destroy the land monopoly, 
the industrial monopolies and the busi- 
negs monopolies, and there will be plenty 
offMork for both sexes.

When Charles Reade wrote Very Hard 
Cash” and “A Terrible Temptation” he 
dealt a death blow at the lunatic asylum 
system then in vogue in England. Those 
books called public attention to the pos- 
sibilities of sane men and women being in- 
carcerated for life in asylums at the in- 
stigation of relatives interested in their re- 
tirement from social life and of the con- 
nivance of corrupt examining doctors. They 
showed even under a system of Govern- 
ment inspection there was little hope of es- 
cape. Prejudiced in favor of a victim’s in- 
sanity, the average inspector would smile 
at the claim of sanity advanced, and when 
the victim would become excited at the in- 
spector’s stupidity, why, his excitement 
merely served to prove that he was insane, 
The people at large did not believe such 
evils existed. They thought the novelist 
had overdrawn the facts, although most 
of them were fully substantiated by proof 
in the author’s possession, much of which 
was printed in foot notes. But the truth of 
his terrible charges was finally demon- 
strated, and the system was so radically 
reformed as to make such outrages impos- 
sible. 

Now, many people in this advanced ago 
know that in this country such outrages 
are still possible, and actually are com- 
mitted under a system which makes it 
possible for two doctors to be able to send 
a sane man to an asylum as insane. For 
five years Casper Knauer, of Long Island 
City, has been locked up in a private 
asylum, without a chance of communication 
with his friends. He was sent there at the 
instigation of his wife he says. Two doc- 
tors asked him a lot of silly questions, and 
he was then hustled off to a private insane 
asylum. There it was a repetition in real 
life of the story of brutalities endured by 
the hero of “Very Hard Cash.” He was 
abused by the guards, until mad with just 
resentment, he struck one of them. That 
marked him as a dangerous lunatic, and he 
was restrained accordingly. He was given 
no opportunity to write to, or see, a lawyer 
or friend, until after five years of confine- 
ment and suffering, chance favored him, 
and he sent word to his G. A. R. friends, 
who promptly set the machinery of the law 
at work to secure his release. All of which 
goes to show that barbarities of a past age 
still flourish in a elvilized age and country, | 
and that the novelist sketches more truly 
to life than this readers are sometimes 
aware of. 


Speaking of writers, the subject of the 
spring poet naturally bobs up. It is about 
the time of the year for the subject and the 
poet to bob up simultaneously. The “Hail 
Spring!” style of poesy is running very 
freely this season. One poet sends in &@ 
string of rhymes which begins like this: 
Poet, if thou fain wouldst sing thy peren- 

nial lay of spring, 

Cast they fetters from thee; 

Out into the forest deep, where the tangled 
wild vines creep 

Quickly hie thee. 

That’s the stuff! Let all the spring poets 
get together and, after casting off their 
fetters, hie in a bunch to the far distant 
forest deep—the deeper and distanter the 
better—and as this poet advises later on, 
there, where only the birds and the brook- 
lets are the auditors, “Sing with full heart, 
sing the fresh, sweet song of spring.” 
This is the very best advice a spring poet 
ever yet offered. The trouble is this par- 
ticular one does not set the example. He 
is one of the do-as-I-say-not-as-I-do“ kind 
evidently. This poet writes that he writes 
poetry “for the sake of peace of mind.“ and 
to relieve a feeling he cannot otherwise 
shake off. Then he suggests remuneration 
for the rellef experienced. But this is not 
the only pebble on the beach. There are 
others. 


Even worse than the amateur poet is the 
amateur humorist. The great trouble is 
that the amateur with ideas is too modest 
and unobtrusive generally to recognize their 
merit. It is the fellow without original 
ideas who rushes in where the real thing 
fears to tread. His greatest graft is in re- 
vamping, or stealing bodily, very ancient 
chestnuts, forgetting that other people have 
memories. One of these sent me last week 
& picture representing a Celtic gentleman 
smiting a fellow being of Hebrew lineage, 
because he had just heard that the latter’s 
forefathers some 2000 years ago had figured 
in the crucifixion. The humorist wanted to 
know how much such contributions were 
worth and how great the demand was for 
them. This particular alleged joke wore 
whiskers a quarter of a century ago, and Is 
still told with eclat in the back woods and 
mountains, but the demand is not nearly so 
great as the supply. 


It is pretty hard to believe that New York 
can blush and be shocked at anything, in 
view of the Seeley dinners and generalcus- 
sedness, as Sam Jones would say.

WOMEN GROW ENTHUSIASTIC. 


Walter Vrooman Announced That

While paper money was being passed 
over the footlights men were going around 
with tin boxes, and for ten minutes there 
was the constant din of metal, as dollars 
quarters, nickels and even pennies passed 
into 2 boxes. In a short time 3600 was 
raise 

This was only an incident of the meet- 
ing. While the collection was being taken 
Ed Butler appeared on the stage. The 
Meriwether men caught sight of him and 

elled for a speech. Finally Butler’s son, 
Semen, stepped forward and addressed the 
gathering. 

There was another demonstration when 
a resolution pledging those at the meeting 
to petition v., Stephens to dismiss the 
present Board of Police Commissioners was 
carried. 

The meeting was opened by E. F. Grey- 
son, who introduced Walter Vrooman as 
chairman. He introduced Sterling P. Bond, 
whom he characterized as the head of the

“They were only the servants of their 
master the Police Commissioners,”’ he 
said.

REST IN DEATH. 


IN AN ATTIC. 


TOOK POISON 


His Wife Found Him Dying and Phy- 
sicians Were Unable to Save 
His Life. 


Frederick Heinrich, although 63 years old 
and in ill health, thought death too far off 
and hastened it yesterday. He lived with 
his wife and five children at 2851 South 
Jefferson avenue. Instead of leaving hoe 
early yesterday morning to look for work 
at his trade, that of tailor’s cutter, as was 
his custom, he remained in the house. 

His wife noticed that he was more gloomy 
than usual, but she was despondent as 
well, for the husband had been out of em- 
ployment more than a year. 


At the noon hour he sat down to lunch 
with his wife, but ate nothing. He drank a 
cup of coffee, then went to the bed room in 
the garret. Sometime afterward Mrs. Hein- 
rich heard her husband moaning. She found 
him 8 upon the bed Dr. O. T. 
Fischer of 2316 Pestalozzi street was sum- 
moned. When the physician arrived Hein- 
rich had ceased moaning. He was un- 
conscious. At 4 o’clock he died. 

Besides the widow, the deceased left two 
sons, the youngest 9 years old, the other 19, 
and three daughters who are grown. The 
members of the family believe that when 
Heinrich went to the attic he swallowed 

oison, probably arsenic. Dr. Fischer re- 

used to express an opinion as to the cause 
of death and notified the Coroner. 

Dr. Nietert of the Coroner’s office last 
night performed an 3 at the house. 
He was unable to ascertain the cause of 
death until the contents of the stomach had 
been examined.. . 

An affection of the heart also contributed 
to Heinrich’s despondency. For ten years 
he had been under the care of Dr. Dever- 
eaux for palpitation of the heart. To his 
failure to In work and his illness his fam- 
ily attribute his deed. 

The deceased was a native of Germany. 
He came to St. Louis in 1848 and secured em- 
ployment at his trade, at which he worked 
pretty constantly until eighteen months

IRON MADE WEATHER PROOF. 


New Process by Which Metal May Be 
Made Durable. 


Countless attempts have been made to deal 
with the rust problem in iron structures, 
says Industries and Iron. <A new process 
has been suggested which consists in treat- 


ing the iron with a solution of ferro-cyanide. 
This forms a coating of cyanide of iron that 
is stated to be uniform and impermeable 
and of such a nature as to effectively pro- 
tect the iron so covered. The solution is 
mixed with a flaxseed varnish, to which has 
been added a little turpentine or benzol, so 
as to cause a very homogeneous emulsion 
which can be applied without difficulty. The 
evaporation of the alcohol leaves the flax- 

varnish, which forms a coat and pro- 
tects the cyanide of iron which is deposited 
upon the metal. The iron requires no prep- 
aration for this treatment beyond removing 
any rust that may al dy have been 
formed, and which may be too thick to ad- 
mit of the action of the ferro-cyanide.

TRAFFIC ASSOCIATIONS. 


Those Having Headquarters Here Will 
Go Out of Existence. 


A meeting will be held to-morrow after- 
noon, the result of which will determine the 
stand which local railroad lines will take 
toward the traffic associations. 

The Supreme Court's decision in the 
Trans-Missouri case has caused most of the 
roads to cut loose from the associations. 

At to-morrow afternoon's meeting the Su- 
preme Court's decision will be discussed by 
the officials and attorneys of all the St. 
Louis lines. 

So far only the Missouri, Kansas & Texa 
Cotton Belt and Wabash roads have falle 
to withdraw from the traffic associations. 

The Santa Fe, Rock Island, Southern 
Pacific, Texas & Pacific, Missouri Pacific, 
Iron Mountain and ’Frisco have given up 
their membership in the Southwestern 
Traffic Association. The association is now 
practically inoperative. Saat ol the Mis- 
souril, Kansas & Texas, Cotton It and the 
Mallory and the Cromwell steamship lines 
are still nominally in the fold they are 
transacting no business through the asso- 
tion and will not do so until the sco of 
the Supreme Court decision has been deter- 
enined. 

At the association’s office in the Union 
Trust Building only detail office work is 
being done. 

The status of the Southern Freight Asso- 
ciation is summed up in these words by 
Chairman Seth Frink. We are doing prac- 
tically nothing. In fact as matters now 
stand this office is merely a bureau of in- 
formation.“ 

The Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
have already withdrawn from the Southern 
Association. 

The other members are the Louisville & 
Nashville, the Mobile & Ohio, the Illinois 
Central and the St. Louls Transfer Com- 
pany. They have not yet withdrawn, but 
they are doing no business through the As- 
sociation. If it is decided at to-morrow’s 
meeting that all traffic associations come 
under the ruling of the Supreme Court, both 
the Southwestern Traffic Association and 
the Southern Freight Association will be 
disbanded. This will throw out of employ- 
ment about 30 men employed by the South. 
western and fifteen employed by the South- 
ern Association,

FLORIDA SEA MONSTER. 


Clergyman’s Word for the Size and Ap- 
pearance of the Thing. 


The Rev. Dr. John F. Goucher, presi-

says the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

“One of the events of our trip,” said Dr. 
Goucher last night, “was a visit to 
Anastasia Island, about 15 miles from St. 
Augustine, where the remains of an un- 
known deep-sea monster, which ig thought 
to be an octopus, were washed ashore some 
time ago. The carcass is not intact, the 
head being — and, as well, the arms 
of the monster. In much the carcass re- 


_ sembles that of an octopus, although I be- 
| lleve the carcass does not show whether or 
not there were eight arms, which complete 
the anatomy of the octopus. A fisherman 
since our visit to the scene of the creature's 
discovery claims to have found one of the 
arms, which is said to be 35 feet in length. 

“Some idea of the size of this great 
monster may be gathered from the fact 
that this mutilated remnant weighs about 
seven tons, and required a half dozen 
horses to drag it away from the sea to a 
safe altitude. If it is true that one of its 
arms hasbeen found, and that it is of the 
reputed length, then the creature must have 
weighed fu ly 15 tons and have been be- 
tween 70 and 80 feet long. 

“The octopus is found in these semi- 
tropical waters, and the sperm whale, 
which feeds upon the monster, may have 
killed this gigantic specimen. Sailors tell 
stories of finding sperm whales with 
‘suckers’ similar to the tentacles of the 
octopus the size of a dinner plate buried 
in the sides of the whales. Such tales are 
commonly regarded as sailors’ yarns, but 
the — agg of the great monster on 
Anastasia Island gives the color of trutR 
to their relations in this respect.

which will have been completed by that 
time and the promise is made that during 
the Exposition this new feature will be 
open to the public at the same old general 
rice of admission, B cents for adults and 
cents for children. 
Plans are being formed for entertain- 
ents of a rare character in the Coliseum. 
hat they will consist of cannot now be 
described, but they will cortain’y add to 
the general attractions of the only annual 
self-supporting Exposition in the world. 
As has already been exploited in the 
newspapers the Coliseum is to be construct- 
ed at the cost of $150,000 in that part of 
the Exposition building back of the Music 
Hall stage, but it is so planned that it 
will not interfere in any way with the 
arrangements that have been made in past 
ears.

TICKET TILL TO-MORROW. 


COMPLICATIONS MAY ARISE. 


— — 


Meriwether Ticket Does Not Legally 
Exist, Yet Mr. Bond Keeps on 
Filing Papers. 


Capt. Joseph Brown, who has been twice 
Mayor of St. Louis, and is now serving 
the second time as City Auditor, and who 
is a defeated candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Maydr, is still playing the 
dual role of candidate for Comptroller on 
the Harrison ticket and candidate for Col- 
lector on the Meriwether ticket. 

Capt. Brown will not make his selection 


until Monday night, when the law will 
compel him to withdraw from one ticket 
or the other, as he cannot run for two 
different places at the same time. 

The Board of Election Commissioners no- 
tified Capt. Brown Friday that he would 
be given until 4 o’clock p. m. Saturday to 
decide on which ticket he would remain, 
in the event both tickets go on the ballot. 

Capt. Brown sought legal advice and no- 
tified the Board yesterday that he would 
not withdraw from either ticket until Mon- 
day night, by which time tne Meriwether 
mandamus case will probably be decided in 
the Court of Appeals. 

Capt. Brown had nothing to say for the 
press, except that he would not make up 
his mind at this time. But his friends did 
not hesitate to say that the veneravle Cap- 
tain could not be forced to withdraw until 
Monday night, as the official ballot was not 
to be published until Tuesday, and that he 
therefore proposed to wait and see which 
ticket was declared regular by the court, 
and then he would remain on that ticket. 

If the Meriwether ticket is declared reg- 
ular the Captain will run for Collector. 

If the Harrison ticket is declared regu- 
lar then the Captain will run for Comp- 
troller. In that event the Meriwether ticket, 
or what is left of it, will be run as an elec- 
toral ticket, but the Captain would have to 
withdraw from it in order to run on the 
other. 

The fact is,“ said Secretary Maraney of 
the Democratic City Executive Committee, 
“Capt. Brown wanted to run for Collector 
on both tickets. He did, I understand, call 
upon W McClain, candidate for Col- 
lector on the Harrison ticket, and try to 
get him to agree to a switch. The plan 
was that McClain withdraw as candidate 
for Collector and Brown withdraw as 
candidate for Comptroller on 
Harrison ticket. Then 
cratic City Committee 
two vacancies by placing Brown 
Collector and McClain as Comptroller. Mr. 
McClain told Capt. Brown he would do 
whatever the City Committee wanted him 
todo. But Capt. Brown never had his prdp- 
osition presented to the City Committee. 
am almost certain the City Committee 
would not have entertained the proposi- 
tion, anyway.“ 


The Board of Election Commissioners met 
yesterday afternoon in executive session to 
consider the legal tangle arising from Capt. 
Brown's refusal to withdraw from either 
ticket. President Jones, Secretary Saun- 
ders and Commissioner Harris were pres- 
ent during the meeting, which occupied 
nearly the entire afternoon. City Coun- 
5 —— Marshall was present as legal ad- 
viser. 

After a full discussion of the matter, the 
board, upon the advice of Mr. Marshall, ex- 
tended the time to Monday evening in 
which Capt. Brown can withdraw from one 
or the other of the two tickets. 

Accor to the. explanation .given the 
press by resident Jones. some peculiar 
possibilities are hedged around Capt. 
Brown's action. Yesterday was the last 
day for the City Contmittce to file substi- 
tutes to take the places of candidates with- 
drawing from the ticket, as the law requires 
that this shall be done ten days before the 
election. If a candidate should withdrew 
from a regular or any other ticket now, the 
City Committee could not fill his place nd 
such ticket would have a vacancy on elec- 
tion day. The only exception is when a 
vacancy occurs by death or disability, and 
then the City Committee has a right to fill 
one vacancy up to the morning of the elec- 
tion. 

While nobody belleves that Capt. Brown 
will withdraw from the, Harrison ticket, if 
it is declared regular Monday. yet if he 
should do so a pecullar situation would 
arise. The time would have gone by when 
the City Committee could file the vacancy, 
and the Election Board believes that in 
that event the Harrison ticket would have 
a hole in it on election day. 

But the court has not yet decided which 
is the regular ticket. If the Meriwether 
ticket should be declared regular Monday 
the Harrison ticket will then be null and 
void, as no provision was made to run it 
on petition of electors. The Court of Ap- 
te s, knowing that the official ballot must 

e published Tuesday, will, it is believed, 
asten to render a decision not later than 
midnight Monday. 


Sterling P. Bond appeared before the 
Board and filed a statement containing the 
names to fill all vacancies at present, or 
that may hereafter occur, on the Meri- 
wether ticket.

Therefore the board could not possibly 
recognize the Meriwether committee as hav- 
ing a right to fill vacancies, for in so do- 
ing the board would thereby concede that a 
Meriwether ticket is now before it. 

Then, too, Mr. Bond’s document asks the 
board to allow the Meriwether committee 
to name candidates to fill vacancies that 
may occur hereafter on that ticket. The 
board has no right to allow any committee 
to prepare for such contingencies. 

In fact the Democratic City Executive 
Committee asked the board if it could file 
© name yesterday te take the place of 
Capt. Brown on the Harrison ticket in the 
event that he withdrew from it Monday. 
Mr. Marshall decided that the committee 
could not anticipate that certain candidates 
might withdraw, and that the committee 
only had the power to fill vacancies after 
they had occurred. 

When the Democratic City Executive 
Committee was refused the right to anticl- 
pate vacancies, the board, it Is argued, 
could certainly not eoncede any such right 
to the Meriwether committee, even if the 
latter had been recognized by the board.

I gave her all 
the money I could get, and my little boy, 
who is 14 and gets $1.50 a week, always 
turned his wages over to her. 

“I had four children by my first wife,

HELENA, Ark., March 27.—The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent covered the twenty- 
nine miles of levee between here and Modoc 
Jast night and this morning, going as far as 
it was safe to walk on the levees or to 
travel by skiff, and stood on the edge of the 
large crevasse, a mile and a half below 
Modoc, where the water is rushing through

HANNIBAL, Mo., March 27.—The flood 
situation is becoming serious here and is 
growing more so every day. The river has 
risen seven inches to-day and the gauge 
now registers fourteen feet above the low 
water mark. This is the danger line, and if 
the rise continues another day all the low 
lands will be submerged and the damage 
will be very great. The levee will stand a 
stage of twenty feet, but when the water 
reaches the fourteen-foot mark the river 
— * overflow and inundate all, the low 
lands. 

The farmers who have had stock on Bay 
Island were busy to-day in driving their 
cattle and hogs to higher lands and places 
of safety. With a foot more water thou- 
sands of cords of wood will be washed 
away and vast fields of wheat will be 
submerged. 

The Sny Bottom farmers are beginning to 
be alarmed, for if the levee should break 
the damage would be incalculable. 

The advance of the flood appears to have 
been somewhat checked in its speed, how- 
ever, and there is hope that the river here 
will not go a great deal higher than it 18 
now. :

CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., March 27.— 


The river still rises, though a slight de- 
crease is noticeable, the rise since yester- 
day morning having been one inch scant. 
A severe and stinging northeast wind be- 
gan blowing at sunset yesterday, making 
last night a dangerous one for the low, 
frail levee. In many places the water was 
repeatedly hurled clear across the top of 
the levee, but by close attention and by 
repairing the damage as it occurred a 
break was prevented. Along the low levee 
stakes have been driven and planks put up 
to prevent washing by the waves. North 
of here this has been done for a long dis- 
tance and thousands of feet of lumber have 
been used. If this had not been done, the 
levee would not last an hour against the 
blast that is now blowing. 

The Cairo relief steamer Minnetonka 
passed up at 8 o’clock this morning. Men 
aboard of her said there is more dry 
ground in sight here than they had seen 


at a tremenodus force, tearing up trees and 
tossing them as if they were but small 
eticks. Further evidence was secured of the 
cutting of the levee down there and much 


indignation is felt by those who are still | 


there fighting to save the levee above. Sev- 
eral sworn statements have been made re- 
garding the cutting of the levees between 
Modoc and Laconia, and when necessary 
copies will be produced. They are made by 
white men, who are reliable, and who actu- 


V ‘x geo- e cutting and after. 
is understoo hey deny the state- 
ment, but did it just the same, and those 
men who lost their stock and other prop- 
erty will institute suit to recover damages. 
From Modoc is to be found a mile of the 
finest levee to be seen anywhere, and then 
to Yellow Banks, four miles, it looks shaky, 
but is being held by determined men, who 
say it must not be cut. 

Five miles from here, to within two miles 
of Westover is a good, strong levee, 

Two miles south of Westover, a 200-foot 
slough occurred which extends to the cen- 
ter of the levee. This is thought to be the 
weakest place of the levee, but Capt. J. T. 
Brame has a force of fifty men working

ent this morning that he thought it was all 
right now, as he has an embankment con- 
sisting of 10,000 sacks. 

About 8:30 this morning, while a strong 
northeast wind was blowing the water over 
the levee at a point about 500 feet below the 
elevator where a soft occurred, a rumor 
was circulated that the levee had broken 
there, and pandemonium reigned for a 
time. A number of the stores closed and 
the proprietors, clerks and porters hurried 
to the scene, hoping possibly that the 
break might be stopped. This proved to 
be a fortunate move, as the levee possibly 
would have gone. The wind subsided and 
the extra work done places that point in 
@ much better condition. 

Considerable difficulty is being experi- 
enced in getting laborers, but this morn- 
ing Sheriff Burke and several deputies took 
every man in sight and forced them into 
service. Dinner was served on the levee 
to-day, that no time might be lost. a 

The river has risen two inches to-day, 
and to-night stands at 50 feet, two feet 
above high water, and fifteen feet above 
danger line.

CHARLESTON, Mo., March 27.—Fully 
three-fourths of this (Mississippi) county— 
more than 200,000 acres—is covered with 
water to a depth of from two inches to 
eight feet. One-tenth of this acreage is 
in wheat, utterly ruined, a loss of nearly 
$100,000 on this one item alone. In fencing, 
buildings, stock, etc., the loss will be equally 
as great to the farmers. Besides this, the 
railroad losses will foot up nearly as much. 
Five miles of roadbed between Crosno and 
Belmont is washed out and large gangs 
of men have been employed for ten days 
in the effort to hold the remainder of the 
track from Henson south. 

At Bird's Point, too, the rallroads have 
lost heavily. To-day for the first time they 
have ceased their labors, concluding that 
all has been done that can be until the 
waters recede. 

A great scope of the county from Henson 
south is completely cut off from communica- 
tion with this town. It is only sparsely set- 
tled and it is greatly feared that much 
loss to property and perhaps to life has re- 
sulted there that will not be known for 
days, perhaps weeks. There are a number 
of saw mills there, but they were deserted 
at the first approach of the water. Not a 
saw mill in the country is now in operation. 

Two houses at Belmont floated from their 
foundations to-day, and a dozen others are 
threatened. 

The water is pouring through that villagé 
in a current that is very damaging, and high 
winds and the passing of boats add to the 
menacing character of the flood there. 
Guards with Winchesters will hereafter 
prevent steamboats from coming close to 
the Missouri shore. 

If still higher waters come, as many pro- 
fess to believe will be the case, Belmont, 
like Bird's Point, will be almost wiped off 
the map, 


QUITMAN, Ga., March 27.—The country 
around here is at present flooded with 
water. The creeks and rivers ere out of 
their banks and are in many places impass- 
able. The Plant system bridge over the 
Willacoochee River is under water and has 
been twisted and bent out of shape. Every 
effort is being made to prevent tits de- 
struction, It is reported here that a negro 
has been drowned there. He was attempt- 
ing to swim and carry a rope from the 
bridge when he was overpowered by the 
current and disappeared. 

The road has been washed out west of 
here and the South Georgia Railroad is 
washed out in several places. No trains 
have arrived here in the last twenty-four 
hours.

ASSOCIATED PRESS VICTORY. 


New York Herald, Tribune, Times 
and Telegram and Philadelphia 
Papers Change Service. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 27.—The United Press 
received its death blow as a news gather- 
ing organization to-day, when it was de- 
serted by the Herald, Telegram, Tribune 
and Times in New York, and the Public 
Ledger, Record and Evening Telegraph in 
Philadelphia. These papers followed the 
Boston Herald’s steps of a few days ago 
and made a ninety-year contract with the 
Associated Press. 7 

This leaves the New York Sun and Journal 
alone among the larger of the dallies of the 
city in the United Press. There is jubila- 
tion in the Associated Press offices, on the 
fifth floor of the Western Union Bullding, 
to-night, but two floors below no songs are 
being sung, as the United Press men there 
are confronted with a painful situation. 
Salaries have already been cut to the lowest 
notch and now that the heavy-weight con- 
tributors to the strong box have withdrawn, 
release of more editors and operators is in- 
evitable. This is the distressing feature of 
the Associated Press’ victory after a long 
siege. 

The fight of the two press associations has 
been long and vindictive. When the United 
was in the ascendancy, Melville E. Stone 
began the struggle to regain lost ground for 
the Associated Press. The magnificent 
coup at Chicago, in which he captured the 
great papers of the West, was followed in- 
stantly by the exclusion of United Press 
matter from those offices. Following this 
he carried the war into, the East. New 
York was the battleground, and to-day’s 
events is the sequel. Handsome offices were 
opened here by the Associated Press when 
the struggle began and in opening them 
there started a little side fight, the cul- 
mination of which is being celebrated to- 
night.

Followers of the 
pugilistic game are keeping a watchful eye 
on Jefferson City as well, for the claim 
is 15 made that if the bill becomes a 
law boxing contests will be so legalized, and 
matches thus mmy be pulled off without 
magisterial interference. 

Gov. Stephens is on record as having 
romised to sign the bill, but the opposing 
action claims the promise was made before 
his attention was called to the catch clause 
which permits of „ upon “the speed, 
rows and endurance of man’’ as well as 

east. They say with a certain air of con- 
fidence that the Governor will not sign the 
at their confidence has an 
artificial tinge to it can not be denied.

It the bill has any bear- 
ing upon prize fighting at all it would be 
to legalize the. betting only upon fights, or 
sparring matches—provided; of course, the 
officials permitted two men to stand up and 
hammer away at each other. There is no 
law on earth to stop two horse owners from 
deciding in a contest, granted that no laws 
of the Humane Society are broken, which 
of the horses is the faster. But a contest 
to decide the endurance, power and punch- 
ing ability of two men would be squelched 
by the police quicker than a wink, purse or 
no purse.

Upon the strength of the Breeders’ bill. 
in the event of its passage, legalizing the 
fistic game a morning perer yesterday gave 
a glowing account of things-to-be in St.

TRIES TO KILL HIS MOTHER. 


HIS BROTHER SAVED HER. 


Crazy Man Attenipts to Do Murder Be- 
cause a Request for Tobacco 
Is Refused. 


When his aged mother refused to give 
him half a dollar yesterday afternoon with 
which to buy tobacco, James Donnelly tried 
to brain her with a stout walking stick she 
had presented him. When his brother inter- 
fered the infuriated man rained blows on 
his head and was conquered only after a 
hard struggle. 

After he had been subdued, the police 
were called and Donnelly was sent to the 
City Hospital for observation. 

There he is a pitiable object. He is 
wrecked in mind and body. His left side is 
paralyzed and he chatters incessantly 
about various absurd topics.

ange? is 34 years old, and with his 
mother, Mrs. Sarah Kennedy, has lived 
with his brother, John F. Donnelly, for 
seven years.

Prior 
to that time he was married. Four chil- 
dren were born as a result of the marriage. 
He was steady and well-to-do. His wife 
and children now live at 410 South Four- 
teenth street. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter saw Donnelly’s 
mother last night. My son's condition 18 
a mystery,” she said. As a boy he was all 
that could be wished. After he was mar- 
ried he did all right for a while. He first 
showed that something was wrong after 
an injury to his head, resulting from a fall, 
He was working in a restaurant and fell 
downstairs. He was never the same cfter- 
ward. He quit work and but for his wife 
he and the children would have starved 
Finally he left them and came to me.

] THE GREAT BALL IS IN TRAINING 
AT JACKSONVILLE.

New Tracks Are Being Constructed in 
That Part of the Country for 
the Cyclists. 


Another year will see a majority of the 
crack cycle racing stars doing their pre- 
paratory work in the South, instead of 
making the long journey out to the Pacific 
Coast. There are several reasons for this— 
‘the lessening of expenses, the prevalence 
of tracks in that part of the country, and 
the certainty of an early circuit of profita- 
ble meets being factors that will attract 
the riders to the “Sunny South.“ The 
makers who employ racing teams will also 
find that in an advertising way they will 
get better returns with their riders in the 
South, for the doings of the men will be 
more fully treated by the press in the par- 
ticular parts of the country where the de- 
mand for wheels 1s the greatest. 

Of the tracks now in existence in the 
South, the one at Panama Park, Jackson- 
ville, is easily the best. It is a third of a 
mile affair, made of cement, and prac- 
tically a duplicate of Fountain Ferry, at 
Louisville. Champion Edward C. Bald 
will train at Panama, and in company with 
Trainer McDonald he arrived in Jackson- 
ville. Panama Park is beautifully situated 
on Trout Creek, within sight of the broad 


St. John’s, and plentifully supplied with 
tropical growth of various kinds, Nature 
needed little assistance in making the place 
an attractive and picturesque resort. Pal- 
mettos, live oaks covered. with Spanish 
moss and magnolia abound, and an arte- 
Sian well furnishes pure water, something 
not always found in the Southern country. 

Improvements contemplated are the build- 
ing of a hotel on the grounds and the con- 
struction of a trolley line from the city. 
When these things are done Panama, on ac- 
count of its natural advantages, will be a 
more desirable location for the cycle racers 
than is Fountain Ferry. Just at present 
the relations between the owners of the 
grounds and the local wheel club are a bit 
strained, but the misunderstanding will un- 
doubtedly be settled in the near future. W. 
S. Wightman, who recently foreclosed a 
mortgage which he held on the park, has 
signified his willingness to make arrange- 
ments with the Jacksonville Wheelmen 
whereby the club will be identified with 
the conduct of affairs, as was the case be- 
fore the foreclosure of the mortgage. Mr. 
Wightman would prefer to dispose of the 
property, as he retired from business sev- 
eral years ago, and does not desire to en- 
gage in any new operations.

10 BLIMINATE, 
INFERIOR HORSES. 


NOVEL PLAN ADVANCED BY 
JOSEPH D. LUCAS. 


SELLING PLATERS OUTLAWED. 


Owners to Be Compensated by Purses 
and the Animals Gradu- 
ally Retired. 


Joseph D. Lucas, the horse-breeder of 
Kinloch Post-office, St. Louis County, has 
an idea which he thenks will be of great ben- 
the country. He wishes to rid the turf of the 
country. He wishes to rid the turf of the 
large class of inferior thoroughbreds and 
their progeny, which now hampers it, and 
his scheme, he says, can be made effectual 
without loss or harm to anybody. 

Mr. Lucas has recently set forth his sug- 
gestion in a circular, copies of which have 
been sent to every breeder and racing as- 
sociation of prominence in the United 
States, with a request that they correspond 
with him. If the plan is approved petitions 
will be prepared for presentation to the 
Jockey Club and Turf Congress, requesting 
that legislation be adopted to carry out the 
idea. In brief, Mr. Lucas’ plan is this: 

Let each racing association give one race 
a week during its meeting, with a maximum 
weight of 100 pounds for a purse of $400. 
All of the purse should go to the winner, 
who would then become the property of the 
association. The horse could at once be 
branded under the mane as an outlaw. 
Then the association would be at liberty 
to sell the beast at public auction, give 


him away, or make whatever use of him 
it sees fit. The Jockey Club, Turf Congress 
and S. D. Bruce of the American Stud Book 
should be immediately notified of the action 
taken, and, if the winner be a stallion or 
mare, its progeny should not be eligible 
for registration and should be forever out- 
lawed from the turf. 

“For every time a horse is beaten in one 
of these special races,“ Mr. Lucas’ circular 

oes on to say, “he should be given an al- 
owance of three pounds in other races of 
this character, so that in time all the worth- 
less beasts will get in at weights at which 
they can win; and the turf will get rid of 
them and their strain of blood for all time 
to come. Under this plan the tracks can 
practically wipe out all these inferior ani- 
mals in a couple of years. 

“While the horses so outlawed and their 
raced, they can be 
used for other purposes. They may still be 
utilized as saddlers, drivers, in delivery 
wagons, on farms, in fact, for anvthing 
except racing. They would be generally 
crossed with the cold-blooded horses in or- 
dinary use, and the general standard of 
horseflesh in the country would be greatly 
improved by this infusion of the thorough- 
bred strain. 

The purses offered by the racing asso- 
citations would be the only expense under 
the plan detailed. Nothing would be lost 
by the associations, however. as the races 
would take the place of other events on 
the programme, and be equally good, if 
not better, betting affairs than the ordi- 
nary races. Various benefits which would 
accrue to racing associations would well 
repay them for the pursés put up. Worth- 
less beasts who take up stable room and 
keep out better horses would be got rid of, 
and many drawbacks and disagreeable 
features of the sport would be removed, 
making racing more attractive to the pub- 
lic. Poor horses not only deteriorate the 
breed of thoroughbreds, but by their pres- 
ence in races delay starts and increase the 
risk of other horses being interfered with 
and hurt. 

“Everybody would profit by the adoption 
of the plan suggested, Owners would ben- 
efi: by getting rid of poor and unprofitable 
horses at a fair figure, breeders by getting 
better prices as a result of a decrease in 
the number of thoroughbreds by the weed- 
ing out of the poor performers, and the 
race track owners and general public by 
the improved quality of the racing.“

SOME POPULARMISUNDERSTAND- 
INGS CLEARED UP. 


THERE IS NO ILL-FEELING. 


The Executive Has No Resentments 
Regarding Appropriations Con- 
nected With His Office. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 7.— 
There has been a great deal of comment 
about the attitude of the Thirty-ninth Gen- 
éral Assembly toward Gov. Stephens. This 
conduct was due to the fact that there was 
considerable time spent by the Houge in 
wrangling over appropriations, some of 
which pertained to the Governor's office ; 
and to the Executive Mansion. The idea 
has gone abroad through the 33 that 
the Sovarner was sat down u in the 
Legislature. But this is not true, so the 
Governor himself =e It will be re- 
membered that in his inaugural address 
the Governor urged upon the nators and 
Representatives to make the session a 
strictly business matter. Gov. Stephens 
prides himself in being a business man, 
and it is his ambition to have the State 
affairs managed on a business basis. No 
better proof of the Governor’s sentiments 
can be found than is contained in the fol- 
lowing extract from his inaugural mes- 
sage: 

“The most rigid economy must be prac- 
ticed by all departments, not only be- 
cause it is right as a Governmental pol- 
icy, but more especially because it is 
imperatively demanded by the exigen- 
cles confronting us. It is my opinion 
that under the prevailing gold stand- 
ard and financial policies of the Federal 
Government general business conditions 
will not materially or permanently im- 
prove, but, on the contrary, we can rea- 
sonably anticipate a continuance of this 
experience, which has so distressed the 
country in recent years.

This I believe 
can be done in a measure, as in my 
judgment it should be, by such amend- 
ments and additions to the tax laws as 
will decrease the burdens of farming 
and kindred industries, arid impose a 
taxation on those who are enjoying the 
public franchises and special privileges 
granted to them by law, and for which 
under existing conditions they make no 
adequate returns.“

NEW YORK IS WAKING UP. 


Will Have Electric Cars Like Western 
Towns and Light “L” Roads 
in Modern Style. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 27.—Preparations 
for the dedication of Gen. Grant’s tomb on 
April 27 are fast being concluded. Enough 
has been done to show that the land and 
water pageants will be among the most 
impressive and thrilling seen in this coun- 
try for a long time. President McKinley 
and his cabinet, Senators and Representa- 
tives, Gov. Black and staff and the Govern- 
ors from many other States will be pres- 
ent, as will, probably, many of the foreign 
diplomats from Washington. 

The military division of the parade will 
be magnificent. One-fifth of the entire 
United States army, eight regiments, or 
about 5,000 men, will be in line. At least 
two brigades of. State troops, about 10,000, 
are certain to turn out, and it is probable 
that the entire National Guard will be or- 
dered here by Gov. Black. This would 
bring about 20,000 men. New Jersey, Penn- 


Then there will be many thousand G. A. 
R. men also. The civic parade is still an 
unknown quantity. It looks now as if 
59,000 persons may march in that division.

POLICE CHIEF AN AUTOCRAT. 


Germans Object to Paternal Govern-

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 27.—The Tur- 
ners of Milwaukee—and they are „dy no 
means an inconsiderable proportion of the 
population of this big German village—are 


thoroughly aroused over a plece of pater- 


nalistic legislation which,-in a municipal 
way, bids fair to become as big a political 
bugaboo as was the erstwhile famous Ben- 
nett law in Wisconsin State campaigns. It 
takes some time to get the average Teuton 
aroused, but once agitated, he stays stirred 
up for a long time. 

The ordinance to which the Turners object 
is innocent enough in title—‘‘An ordinance 
to regulate dances’’—but the Turners, and 


it may be added quite a large proportion of 
the rest of the city’s population, say that 
it puts into the hands of one man, the Chief 
of Police, the power to determine the re- 
spectability of 100,000 or more adult per- 
sons. In municipal history, the ordinance, 
in embryotic state at least, dates back sev- 
eral years, and it is really the sequel to the 
‘stall saloon’’ issue in local. politics. The 
Chief of Police finally carried his point 


in the latter matter and secured the passage 


of an ordinance which has practically 
banished stall saloons from Milwaukee. 
Then he attempted to secure authority to 
reguiate dance halls, but he found this a 
much more difficult problem, for even a 
hint of such legislation touched the time- 
honored privileges of a large proportion of 
citizens. 
Eve Turner society has its own hall, 
and when not needed by the society for its 
own entertainment the hall is rented. 
will be seen that there is a financial as well 
as a philosophical side to the Turners’ ob- 
jection to the ordinance, and it will be 
fought in the courts. 


It was against the disreputable dance 
halls that Shier of Police Janssen sought 
legislation, but it was impossible to make 
a discrimination in the law, and after re- 
peated rebuffs from former Councils he se- 
cured the passage, on March 15, of the fol- 
lowing ordinance: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful to hold 
or give any dance or entertainment of

Jistilied or vinous liquors are sold or 
given away without first having ob- 
tained the consent of the Chief of Po- 
ice thereto; this ordinance to include 
all dances and entertainments, whether 
admission thereto be free or otherwise.’ 

Section 2. Any person violating the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction, be punished imprison- 
ment of not more than sixty days in 
the House of Correction, or by a fine not 
exceeding $80.

With the modern wheel the toe clip should 
be of as much value to pleasure riders as to 
those who live to scorch. A little experi- 
ence will enable any rider, man or woman, 
to realize its merits as a labor saving con- 
trivance. It will be found distinctly ad- 
vantageous, and few riders once accustomed 
to its use would part with it for many times 
its cost, if it were to be no longer sold,

IN CALIFORNIA. 


WILLIAM BECKER IS SHOWING 
THE CRACKS A THING OR TWO. 


BROKE THE FIVE-MILE RECORDS 


The Minnesota Cyclist Will Ride a 
Wheel Geared Up to 96 
This Season. 


William E. Becker, the Minneapolis cy- 
clist, is showing the Westerners a thing 
or two in the line of bicycle riding. In 
fact, his recent performances are of such 
a character as to even open the eyes of 
his Minneapolis admirers to his true 
worth. Becker has been winning races all 


winter in California. . 

The new Velodrome race track at San 
Francisco was the scene of his recent tri- 
j}umph. Becker was matched with Slater 
in a five-mile race, the first mile of which 
was paced by Dow, Boydon and Freeman 
on a triplet. From the start it was evi- 
dent that Slater was not in it, and when 
the first mile was finished in the remark- 
able time of 1:53 Becker was applauded 
and urged to keep up the galt and try for 
the record. Becker bent to his pedals and 
the two miles were finished in 8:43 3-5, al- 
though he lost a few seconds in a change 
of pacemakers to Chapman and Allen, who 
took the lead and proved to be a disad- 
vantage to Becker. The third mile was 
finished in 6:55, the fourth in 7:54 3-6, and 
the fifth in 9:66 3-5, which broke all pre- 
vious records for the distance. Jimmy 
Michael, the Welch phenomenon, who 
held it up to this time, had a credit of 
having made it in 10:20, twenty-five sec- 
onds slower than Becker's time. Becker's 
record is phenomenal when it is considered 
that he slashed off at an average of five 


| seconds to each mile and covered every 


one under two minutes. 

While Becker was trying a new 96-inch 
gear wheel on the same track recently it 
was noticed that he was going n 
fast. The second mile of a three- mille strete 
was timed, and it was found that he cov- 
ered it in 2:10. After a short rest he was 
started for the mile unpaced record. The 
half was made in 0:58 2-5 and the mile in 
2:07 3-5. The half is a record-breaker, the 
former record being 0:59, held by Gardner 
of Chicago. The result of this last feat 
is that ecker has been matched for a 
twenty-five mile unpaced race with Hachen- 
berger of Denver, the racers to start from 
opposite sides of the track. Becker’s friends 
are confident that the Denverite, who up 
to this time has been invincible in this kind 
of a race, will meet his superior. 

Billy Becker is one of the many athletic 
henomenas the center West has turned out 
n later years. 

As Becker's years in the racing line num- 
ber but three, his performances must be

he made his first appearance. His 
development seemed somewhat premature, 

as he had not been heard of at all in 1883. 
He early showed good epeed, and the local 
cranks immediately looked to him to defend 
his city in the Twin City races. In this he 
had to battle wre! alone against such men 
from St. Paul as Birney Bird, A. Mer-ens 
and Charles Hoffer. The rivalry detween 
the four was strong, and it must be admit- 
ted that for a novice Becker more than held 
his own. He spent part of last summer on 
the National Circuit. and througn the train- 
ing of Prof. A. F. Kasten acquitted himself 
in a creditable manner. Prof. Kasten, in 
hearing of Becker’s recent trials, did not 
seem greatly surprised, and prophesied that 
the end of the season would find .

Unique Cases That Are Food for Such 
Pessimists as Max Nordeau,

In episodes on March 5, March 15 and 
March 2% psychologists have food for 
thought.

Has No Plans for the Future, but Does

In Friday’s Post-Dispatch this child was 
referred to as Eponine. The Eponine of 
Victor Hugo was a girl of the slums. She 


developed one noble trait, but that was 
when she saw Marius, the man she loved, 
in danger of being shot at the barricade. 
Eponine had many love affairs long before 
she was 15; she was a woman — . she 
should have been a child; she lived in a 
noisome den and drank with the men who 
came to see her father in his garret. 

In many respects Zelda Trouville is the 
same. She believed herself in love and on 
March 15, because her mother refused to let 
her meet the man who had paid her atten- 
tion, she ran to the bureau drawer and 
swallowed a ‘quantity of morphine. Of 
course she had seen her mother take the 
drug and she knew its deadly effect. 

She was at the hospital only two days, — 
the remedies that were applied, took efféct 
immediately and she was soon cured. While 
she was at the institution she bothered the 
officials greatly with her inquisitiveness 
and manifested a familiarity with the ways 
of the world that seemed curious for one of 
her age, 15. 

When she was discharged she returned 
to the den at 1111 North Thirteenth street, 
where she lives with her mother, her sis- 
ter Annie and a 2-year-old child, all in 
one room.

What 
are you doing to do in the future?“ was 
asked.

The transportation question is assuming 
proportions whereby the weal or woe of the 
people of the United States can be deter- 
By reason of the magnitude of the | 
businéss that is transacted by the railroads ° 
of the country, and the taxing power dele- 
gated to them to set the prices for the 
transportation of freight and passengers 
from one section of the country to the 
other, while at the same time it enables 
them to fix these charges to conform to 
fictitious valuations, is causing the produc- 


ers of this country to be robbed of mil- 
lions of dollars annually by reason of the 
excessive freight charges to pay interest on 
bonds and dividends, on stocks that were 
issued to keep the present capitalization of 
the roads as they are, and to further plun- 


der the people. 

Were it not for the freight and passenger 
associations, the rateg would have been re- 
duced to the actual cost of construction 
of the roads years ago, thus making it 
impossible for the roads to be capitalized 
as they are, especially since the cost of 
construction of a mile of road has been re- 
duced fully one-half in the past fifteen 
years, to say nothing of the many new in- 
ventions that are used in cheapening the 
cost of construction. 2 

The statistical abstract of the United 
States for 1896 shows the total number of 
miles of railroad in the United States for 
1895 to have been 179,821 miles. In 1879 the 
total cost of construction of a mile of road 
was 357,950 while in 1895 it had risen to $62,- 
515 per mile, showing an increase of $4,685 
in the cost of construction of a mile of 
railroad in that time, while at the same 
time steel rails dropped from $48.25 per 
ton to $24.33 per ton, showing a falling off 
of $23.92 per ton, and they are still on the 
decline. 

It is not to be expected that the persons 
interested in the affairs of these mammoth 
corporations, whose business in the aggre- 
gate amounted t» $1,093,139,695 in 1895, will, 
reduce freight and 


The Topeka, Atchison & Santa Fe Road is 
a fair example of how the holders of these 
corporate securities fare in times of fore- 
closure. This road, containing nearly one- 
seventeenth of the mileage of the United 
States ahd capitalized at ,000,000, was re- 
cently sold for $60,000,000, less than $6,000 per 
mile, this being about the average price 
that a road brings when sold under the 
hammer. The bondholders being the prin- 
cipal bidders and buying the property at 
a low valuation make millions out of the 
transaction. This low valuation of the San- 
ta Fe, as well as that of other roads that 
have gone through the same process of 
late, did not eause the freight and passen- 
ger rates to he reduced to conform to the 
new valuation, giving the passengers ana 
shippers advantage of the reduction. A 
move in this direction would have precipi- 
tated a rate war that would have bankrupt- 
ed the bulk of the roads of the country. 
These manipulators of stocks and bonds 
as well as the bond holders who purchased 
the road at greatly reduced valuations, 
know that if the rates are reduced to con- 
form to the low valuations at which the 
road is bought under foreclosure, they 
would be denied the privilege of adding mill- 
ions to their already fabulous fortunes. No 
relief can be expected for the shippers, 
planters and great wheat and cattle raisers 
of the Mississippi Valley so long as these 
corporations belong to private parties and 
are operated for private and personal gain, 
irrespective of the great wrongs done, the 
people. 

As an acre of wheat has fallen in value 
$5.87 between 1891 and 1895; corn, $4.07; oats, 
$3.21, and other cereals in like proportion, 
the transportation question, like the finan- 
cial question, will be one of the leading 
and foremost questions to be discussed by 
the people of the United States for years 
to come. 

The transportation rates on a ton of mer- 
chandise, wheat, corn or oats in 1890 or 1891, 
was not too high, considering the prices for 
the same at®that time, but since that time 
prices have fallen at least 40 per cent, while 
the average freight per ton has only fallen

The firms, Ury & Co., 34 North Main 
street, and Ury & Mansfield, 518 North 
Third street, started in the tobacco busi- 
ness several years ago and were soon do- 
ing an extenslve trade. The firm in New 
York, from which they secured most of 
their goods, was the house of Crans Bros. 
& Rosenthal. The story which leads up 
to the startling denouement in Judge Fish- 
er’s court on Friday afternoon is gath- 
ered from the voluminous pleadings filed 
in Circu!t Court, Division 4, and the evi- 
dence which was brought out at the trial 
on Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and Fri- 


The firms of Ury & Co. and Ury & Mans- 
field were well-rated in 1894 and had no dif- 


ficulty in securing what foods they wished 
from New York and other houses. The 
statement is made, and there is evidence 
to show that in the fore part of 1896 the 
two firms, which were practically the 
same, were indebted to Gans Bros. & 
Rosenthal in the sum of $16,000. Early in 
that year Ury Co. were absorbed by 
Ury Mansfield. Some weeks later the 
house of the latter was destroyed by fire. 
At this time there was a note for $1,800 due 
and Gans Bros. & Rosenthal sent a repre- 
sentative to St. Louls. Upon representa- 
tions made by Ury & Mansfield that the 
note would be taken up as soon as the in- 
surance for $6,000 was adjusted, the agent 
for the New York house extended the pa- 
per and returned East. 

The allegation was made in court, and 
there was corroborative evidence that the 
house of Gans & Mansfield resumed busi- 
ness in other quarters, did not pay the note 
when promised, but, on the contrary, 
bought a large stock of tobacco and com- 
menced to dispose of the same as rapidly 
es possibile. ertain allegations regarding

As a market for the retailer, however, St. 
Louls has no rival. 

The dry goods interests of this city are 
now doing business from ocean to ocean. 
This is a startling statement, but it is 
founded on fact. St. Louis houses have 
traveling salesmen in Florida, and the lower 
Atlantic coast, and in California and Wash- 
ington, as well as in most of the interme- 
diate States. 

The reason for this diversity of trade lies 


in the fact that St. Louis dry goods mer: | 


chants have made a study of the wants of 
the people in the territory which is thus in- 
cluded, and in addition to having for years 
supplied the Southern and Western people 
with the staple Unes in general use, the 
past few years has brought about the carry- 
ing here of tremendous stocks of the finer 
lines of dry goods. This change has brought 
to this market those buyers who had found 
it necessary to go to New York or Phila- 
delphia for fine dry goods. That ig no 
longer necessary. The stocks now carried 
here are in every respect equal to those 
carried by either of the cities named, and 
in addition thereto the rates of freight from 
St. Louis to the buyers are so much less 
than from the East, that no sensible buyer 
will now go East. Every possible want can 
be supplied here. 


The dry goods business of St. Louis has 
been concentrated into four houses. They 
are Rice, Stix & Co., the Ely-Walker Dry 
Goods Co., the Wear-Boogher Dry Goods 
Co. and the Hargadine-McKittrick Dry 
Goods Co. The bus!ness of these four firms 
showed an unprecedented increase during 
1896. The aggregate of the increase for the

A DANGEROUS CLAUSE. 


Tobacco Workers to Fight tho Leaf To- 
bacco Section of the Law. 
Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, I.. March 27.—The officials of 
the International Cigarmakers’ Union are 
About to begin an active fight on that por- 
tion of the Dingley tariff bill which pro- 


showed a firm, advancing market, during 
which time sales were unusually heavy. 
The spring of 1896 opened with a declining 
market, The Venezuelan message, the ap- 
proaching political contest and other un- 
settling conditions brought this about, and 
it may be said to have continued through- 
out the entire year until in the fall of 1806. 
in the language of one of the leading dry 
goods men, “conditions became chaotic.“ 
All of this contributed to decrease the yolk 
ume of the purchases of the retail trade in 
all parts of the United States. 

More important than these was the great 
1 depreciation in the values 
Ot all lines handled by the dry — trade. 
From 1892 to 1897, there was a depreciation 
of 27% per cent. In other words the dry 
goods merchant is obliged to sell 27% per 
cent more dry goods in weight in order to 
reach the same money figure. 

Notwithstanding all of this the four St. 
Louis houses named showed an increage in 
the amount of their sales for 1896 of $4,000,- 
000 over the sales of 1895. No other four dry 
goods houses in the United States can 
show such a record. 


In addition to the regularly recognised 
St. Louls territory, which includes ali of 
the West, Southwest and South, St. Louis 
is now selling goods through traveling 
salesmen who visit the trade regularly in 
many States that are considered as be- 
longing rightfully to the territory of com- 
peting markets. Among these may be 
mentioned Michigan, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Ohio, Georgia, Alabama and Florida, Utah, 
the Dakotas, Oregon, California and Wash- 
ington. Shipments of dry goods are also 
regularly made from St. Louis to Mexico 
and Central America. 

No stronger argument for the merit of 
this market can be advance@ than to show 
that we are able to sell goods in the ac- 
knowledged territory of competing markets, 
and in the face of unfavorable freight 
rates. 

The matter of freight rates is important 
to the retail buyer. Through their several 
freight bureaus the St. Louls dry goods 
men closely watch rates and the slightest 
showing of discrimination against this 
market by the railroads is at once cor- 
rected. St. Louis, therefore, stands as a 

favored city” in the matter of freight 
carrying charges. 

The advantage of such charges when 
coupled with the nearness of the market 
to the buyer of dry goods works a great 
saving to him and a vast advantage to 
the consumer of dry goods. The retafl 
dealer is enabled to buy in much smaller 
quantities and to carry a much smaller 
stock than if compel! to go to the far 
East for his supplies. He can send his 
orders to St. Louls as often as he pleases 
and in that way can keep the newest pat- 
terns in stock where if forced to buy in 
New York or Philadelphia he would neces- 
sarily always be behind the styles and 
must have largely increased capital to 
enable him to carry the stocks that infre- 
quent purchases would force on him.

MANY COMBINATIONS CRUSHED. 


And the Consumer Is Getting the 
Benefit of the Big Pool 
Failures. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 27.—The Commercial 
Advertiser says: A week ago all the indica- 
tions of the stock market pointed definitely 
and distinetly toward higher prices. Now 
the street is In a condition of partial demor- 
alization as a result of utter uncertainty 
as to what the future will bring forth in 
the railroad situation. 


Whatever the future may have in store, 
it is at least comfort giving to think the 
trouble which has been the latest to 
is very easily curable. All that is wante 
is a little education, a little honesty and 


a little common sense. 


Industrial conditions in this country are 
sound, for everywhere, as has been ted 
out, production is restricted to an amount 
commensurate with the demands for con- 
sumption, and with few exceptions stocks 
are not being increased. The exceptions 
are not extremely important. is true 
that enormous speculation has n engen- 
dered by the new tariff. It is known that 
whatever changes may be made in other 

arts of the bill none of importance w 

made in the wool schedule, which is not 
at all unlikely to become law exactly as 
it stands. Nevertheless, with this excep- 
tion, it does not appear that in any other 
industry: there is an ‘piling up of 
raw material or finis Ir On the 
other hand, itis very certain that consump- 
tion is gaining on production in a great 
many cases. nother extremely favorable 
sign of the times is the absence of any 
great trade combinations, such as those 
which literally honeycombed the iron and 
steel trade from top to bottom. These 
have all gone, leaving all markets more or 
less free and open. 

The failure to re-establish the old iron 
ore pool this week is eloquent of the new 
order of things. Nature is asserting hef- 
self in all the great iudustries where cost 
of production is an ascertainable and dis- 
tinguishable quantity. For the first time 
in a great many years the consumer is get- 
ting the benefit of cheap iron ore, chea 
transportation, and cheap raw ma 8 
of all kinds, finally resulting in 1 
uct. It ‘s the same elsewhere. is a 
most healthy condition, provided that it 
is not hampered by the existence of heavy 
stocks. so that prices fall below the level 
of cost of production. 

There is no evidénce so far of a rush 
of importation such as that which - 
terized the period 1 r 
the enactment of the tariff law of 
Exports of produce and merchandise are 
falling off apparently to a moderate ex- 
tent, but this is only to be expected at this 
season of the year. 

The movement in securities is apparently 
trifilng. Europe neither buys nor sells to 
any important extent. The international 
financial relations of the United States t 
now are eminently satisfactory and con 
practically no elements of danger. 

Thus, apart from the danger of railroad 
rate wars, bringing in their train stock 
market demoralization, there is nothing un- 
favorable in the commercial and 
situation to-day beyond a certain amount 
of impatience over the pending tariff bill. 
It is, therefore, a time for conservatism. 
People should possess their souls in pa- 
tlence and should not sacrifice good invest- 
ments hastily on the spur of the moment 
for fear of something which has not yet 
arisen in serious forms and 8 not 
There is nothing wrong with the blood of 
the country’s commerce. It is sound 
beginning to flow with something like its 
old briskness.

J. J. M’CANN PETITIONS THE 
BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


INSTANCES OF INCONSISTENCY. 


Assessor’s Figures Do Not Agree With 
the Record of Sales and Ex- 
pert Estimates. 


The Equal Taxation Committee of the 
Single Tax League has stirred the Board 
of Equalization into action. 

As the result of an appeal filed Wednes- 
day by John J. McCann, the Board has 
promised to investigate the inequalities of 
the assegsement in the business district of 
the city. 

Mr. McCann furnished the Board facts 
and figures. He referred to the contents 
of his petition in the writ of certiorart be- 
fore the Court of Appeals, which contained 
sixty instances of alleged unequal assess 
ment. The Board questioned the relia- 
bility of his estimates of the value of real 
estate. Mr. McCann asked them if it con- 
sidered Festus J. Wade an expert on real 
estate values. It replied that it did. 

He then filed with it an interview from 

Mr, Wade in the Post-Dispatch of March 
21, in which he renewed sales and placed 
estimates on a number of big business 
holdings in the district between Fourth 
and Twelfth streets, Market street and 
Franklin avenue. 

Against these estimates Mr: McCann 

laced the record on the Assessor's books, 

he discrepancies are noteworthy. Mr. 
Wade's estimates contrasted with the As- 
sessor’s returns as compiled by Mr. McCann 
for the board’s inspection follow: 

‘The lot upon which the Rialto Building 
now stands, southeast corner of Broadway 
and Olive, 90x90 feet, was sold nine years 
ago for $3,000.

MR. GRAU’S LOSSES ARE ALL IN 
HIS MIND. 


$10,000 AHEAD ON THE WEEK. 


Prospects for Next Season Portend 
Better Management and Several 
Novelties in Repertoire. 


Innovation“ that is the keynote of the 
grand opera outlook for next season. 

Present conditions of management cannot 
be continued in the face of such patronage 
as was accorded the Damrosch and Metro- 
politan companies outside New York City. 

Manager Maurice Grau, who let things 
drift along in the old way while his organi- 
gation enjoyed financial fair weather, has 
been doing some heavy thinking since the 
Metropolitan company's Chicago engage- 
ment. He is struggling now with two ideas. 
First he thinks that opera once a year is too 


much for small villa like St. Louls. Then 
he is firmly convinced that the Metropolitan 
organization is too unwieldy and expensive 
for a road company. He hasn't committed 
himself yet to the guarantee feature, but 
his insistent probing for the history of Mr. 
Damrosch’s local transaction is evidence 
that his mind was working in that direc- 


tion, 

Du his reputed loss of money here 
and in Chicago, Mr. Grau has made pre- 
R arrangements to return next sea- 
son. e e point is under what 
conditions his operatic organization will be 
seen here. 

Mr. Grau was uncommunicative on this 
point. He says he has made no plans for 
next season. He would go no further than 
to deny that the De Reszkes would not be 
members of his organization. He will prob- 
ably have Melba and Eames back, but the 
great Calve will not return. She will create 
the title role in Massenet’s new work, “‘Sap- 
— in Paris and spend the remainder of 
he season abroad. ordica will not be with 
the company, as she is now firmly wedded 
to Wagnerian roles. The loss of Calve will 
necessitate securing a new mezzo and a new 
contralto. Yet Sibyl Sanderson and Sigrid 
Arnoldson seem to be the only artists that 
the organization can draw on. 

There will necessarily have to be an en- 
tire arrangement of repertoire for the road 
season. “Carmen” and “The Huguenots” 
will be shelved. Faust“ will still be a 
standby. The De Resskes will insist on 
Wagnerlan roles. Jean De Reszke is 
anxious to sing Siegmund in “Walkure.”’ 
Both Edouard De Reszke and David Bis- 

ham are anxious for a try at The Flying 

utchman.” Both operas will in all prob- 
ability be given in the company’s repertoire. 
Leoncavalio’s “I Pagliacci’ and “I Me-

One of Mr. Grau’s intimates gave a hint 
as to how road expenses will be cut down 
next season.

As most of these 
received weekly salaries an immense sum 
will be saved during the eight weeks the 
company is traveling. As there are fully 
a dozen of these receiving from $100 to $300 
a week quite a salary will be lopped off. 

Mr. Grau has taken great pains to kéep 
the singers posted on the organ‘gation’'s 
financial difficulties, and when it comes to 
making contracts for next season, he and 
not they will dictate the terms. 

All this means closer management, less 
latitude for artistic idiosyncracies and a 
more respectful regard for the public during 
the coming season. The state of affairs 18 
the result of a slow realization of the fact 
that the public knows what it wants, and 
will not pay big money for anything else. 

By and by the evolution may go so far 
that the public will refuse to pay exorbi- 
tant prices for grand opera. Then the big 
salaries paid foreign artists by American 
managers will be things of the past.

NORTH sr. LOUIS IMPROVEMENT | 
ASSOCIATIONS UNITE. 


A NEW STREET RAILROAD. 


Plan to Build an Electric, Line on 
North Market to the 
4 City Limits. 


> 


The North St. Louis and the North 
Broadway improvement Associations have 
been consolidated. The consolidation was 
effected at a well-attended meeting ef the 
former organization. 

A. H. St. Clair, the Secretary, tendered 
his resignation, which was accepted with 
a vote of thanks, and Dan C. Donovan was 
unanimously elected to succeed him. 

The Secretary was instructed to request 
the Board of Public Improvements to im- 
prove the street where the old Sturgeon 
market was formerly i@tated. Col. J. K. 
Cummings made a spirited address in re- 
gard to keeping the levee front in condition 
so that teams could pass from Biddle 
street to North Market street. Heretofore 
several commercial firms and corporations 
blockaded the levee front so that it was 


impossible for vehicles of any kind to use 
the same, which necessitated vehicles So- 
ing up to Broadway if they desired to 
reach North St. Louis. Mr. Dan Donovan 
suggested the advisability of having the St. 
Louis Vehicle Owners’ Association co-0p- 
erate with the North St. Louts Improve- 
ment Association to secure this roadway 
on the levee front for vehicles. 

A resolution was adopted that the North 
St. Louis Improvement Association or- 
ganize a charter company, with a capital 
stock of $500,000 to bulld an electric street 
railway on North Market street to the city 
limits. 

Mr. Dan C. Donovan called the attention 
of the assocition to the fact that an appro- 
priation bill had passed the Munic'pal As- 
sembly for $11,000 to build a new engine 
houge in North St. Louis. and that after 
securing the passage of the bill a lot was 
purchased for $2,000 for the erection of an 
engine houge an Ninth and Benton street. 
After buying the lot the balance of the ap- 

ropriation was used to build an engine 
— in South St. Louis on the corner or 
Grand avenue and Wyoming street, which, 
the residents and taxpayers of the North 
Side think is an injustice. 

Mr. Donovan also stated that he had 
consulted with Chief Charles B. Swingley 
of the Fire Department in reference to 
truilding an engine house in North St. Louis, 
The chief was heartily in favor of it, and 
especially of — | an engine and truck 
house. At present the nearest truck is on 
Eighth and Mullanphy street. That truck 
goes as far north as Salisbury street. which 
requires fifteen minutes to reach. The 
other truck, on Twenty-second and North 
Market streets, is compelled to take in %½ 
the territory north to the ws limits. Ch 4 
Swingley advises the erection of a truca 
house tn the vicinity of Broadway or Ninth 
and Buchanan street. After the reorganiza- 
tion of the Municipal Assembly ths officials 
of the North Side will take this matter up 
in the form of an ordinance and have the 
same passed without fail. 

It was also requested by the association 
that the Secretary be instructed to request 
the officers of the Fire Departenent to try

An investigation of the escape of Joseph 
Mueller, alias Miller, from the City Hos- 
Pital on the night of March 8, was con- 
ducted before Judge William Zachritz in 
the Criminal Court yesterday. 

Dr. Otto Sutter, Superintendent of the 
hospital; William Chism, a nurse; Otto Win- 
ters, a guard; Chief Deputy Sheriff Huebler 
and Deputy Jailer William Wagner were 
examined by Judge Zachritz. While the in- 
westigation showed clearly the manner of 
Mueller's escape, the responsibility was not 
fixed, and no reprimands were made by the 
pourt. 

Mueller was charged with assault with 
intent to kill. On Nov. 12, 1896, while intox- 
toated, Mueller entered the works of the 
Medart Patent Pulley Co., on DeKalb 
ptreet, and asked for employment of Daniel 
Markman, the foreman, The request was 
mot granted. Mueller, crazed with anger 
und liquor, drew a revolver and fired, the 
ball striking Markman in the head, in- 
flicting a wound the physicians thought 
would prove fatal. Mueller was put in 
Jail and indicted by the Grand-jury. On 
Dec. 21 he was transferred to the City 
Hospital on the recommendation of the jail 
physician. 

Dr. Otto Sutter was the first witness ex- 


mined by Judge Zachritz. He was asked 
y the court to state the manner of escape. 
“When Mueller was received at the Hos- 
Kal,“ the witness said, he was suffering 
ma severe attack of nephritis. He was 
at first placed in one of the medical wards. 
He was strapped to his bed in order to pre- 
went his escape. After he had been in the 
Hospital for some time he began to eon- 
valesce, and he was transferred to the cells.

A 
jaunty short coat, with half box-back and 
double-breasted front, the Eton jacket, 
close-fitted short basque, braided, close-fit- 
ted, loose-front coat and coat with adjusta- 
ble vest. Besides these models there are 
huge books, with sketches in blue of wraps 
and skirts, riding habits and bicycle suits. 
Each tailor keeps an artist to make the de- 
signs and sketches for his customers. He 
also has in the fitting room a wooden horse, 
which the ladies mount to be measured and 
fitted for a habit, and a real live bicycle to 
be used for the bicycle costume. 

The dress is cut, basted and then comes 
the ordeal of fitting. Just hold your breath, 
chappies; don’t rush into the tailor busi- 
ness without hearing the story out and con- 
sidering a moment. The fe man does not 
do the fitting, though it Is dollars to dough- 
nuts he would like to. 

To return to the chappies who may desire 
light and pleasant employment: Just save 
your ambition for the shoe and legging 
business; it offers more possibilities. To re- 
lieve the suspense be it said an unappre- 
ciative female does the fitting, though the 
head tailor overlooks the work when it is 
complete. 

The St. Louls women are considered the 
best dressed tailor-made people in the 
West. A number of women in Chicago, 
Denver and San Francisco send here for 
their tailor-made garments. The tallor- 
made girl here is not an extremist as she 
is East. They do not attire themselves to 
look like freaks and never wear extreme 
novelties in cut or color. While they are 
well dressed they are not extravagant and, 
as their tailors assert, will squeeze a dol-

sacrificing it to extravagance. The n- 
tlemanly women have not acquired the 
abominable habit of not paying their bills. 
This is one privilege they have left man 
the sole possession or. 

Some few of them wear regular trousers 
with their tailor-made costumes, others 
wear bloomers. These women of collar- 
buttons, neckties, pants and suspenders 
are among the more strong minded sis- 
ters.

Each establishment 
has a clerk 8 adapted to the art 
of handling the tape Mme and leggings 
gently. The girls are rather shy at first and 
bring their best girl friend or their mammas 
and these usurp the duties of the clerk. 
The legging department of a large shoe 
store was so overrun with customers last 
week that the aforesaid clerk appointed an 
assistant. A- slender damsel fell to his care, 
and being unacquainted with the mysteries 
of the leggings, was unable to tell whether 
it laced up the back or front. He finally de- 
cided it laced at the baek and insisted on 
adjusting it that way. When the young 
woman discovered he was an amateur at 
the business, she plainly told him he could 
not practice on her. 

The tailor-made species of. the new woman 
in St. Louis is more or less conservative. 
While she will wear suspenders, coats, 
vest and collars, she cannot be induced to 
make her toilet complete by wearing a 
appropriate walking hat.

The masks of Sherman, Lincoln and Grant 
form an interesting group by themselves, 
as does John McCullough, Lawrence Bar- 
rett, Dion Boucicault and Daniel Webster, 
Henry Clay and John Calhoun. Other 
groups could be formed as the collection is 
widely diversified. However, the most sur- 

rising of all is the mask of George Wash- 
ngton. It would take the expert to trace 
a resemblance between it and the Washing- 
ton with whom we are familiar. 

The picture here given is from Houdon's 
mask made in 1785 and now the highly- 
prized treasure of Mr. 0 Story, an 
Mr. Story be- 
lieves there has never been a mask made 
from his cast, but thinks masks have been 
made from the copy of the bust of Wash- 
Ingion which Houdon made immediately 
after taking the cast. To that extent he 
throws dis¢rédit-on the supposed mask of 
Washington in the Corcoran Art Gallery 
in Washington. Houdon is also supposed 
to have made the cast of Benjamin Fra”k- 
lin, as they were friends in France. The 
original sold for ten francs in Paris in 1828. 

But to return to Washington for a mo- 
ment. It is said that he once sat for anoth- 
er artist—Joseph Wright, an American— 


who, after pulling out many of the great 
George’s hairs in releasing the plaster, 
crushed the caste by carelessness. Then 
the idol of all America arose in his wrath 
and let loose a war whoop that would have 
startled the pickaninnies on his plantation— 
and they are supposed to have heard some 
old-time continental swearing from him 
that has not been excelled in later days. 
The young artist departed in confusion, and 
thus it was that from France came Hou- 
make the mask Mr. Story prizes. 
Lincoln had some experiences with 
sculptors, too, which he endured with fort- 
itude. Two life masks were made of him— 
one by Leonard W. Volk in Chicago in 1860 
and one by Clark Mills. It is the Volk 
mask that has attracted so much attention 
and is here produced. Mr. Lincoln pa- 
tiently waited an hour for the plaster to 
dry, and then assisted the sculptor to re- 
move it—and in doing so tore many hairs 
and some skin from his cheekbones. Mr. 
Hutton declares it the grandest likeness of 
Mr. Lincoln extant. 

„J have watched mang an eye fill while 
looking at it for the first time,“ writes he; 
„to my mind it has been e revelation; and 
I turn to it myself more quickly and more 
often than any of the others when I want 
comfort and help.“ 

Gen. Sherman's mask was made by Mr. 
St. Gaudens immediately after the death of 
the General. It shows the strong face all 
St. Louis people knew so well, and is con- 
sidered a masterpiece. The mask of Gen. 
Grant is also a splendid work of art as well 
as superb likeness. 

The face of Frederick the Great is as 
much of a study as he was as a soldier. 
He was much wasted and worn before 
death, and vet the mask shows a face full 
of interest. The original is in the Hohenzol- 
lern Museum in Berlin, and there Mr. Hut- 
ton secured his mask. Dr. Antomarchil, 
a Corsican, nursed Napoleon at St. Helena, 
and after his death took a mask. It was 
offered for sale a few years ago for $30,000. 
The Hutton mask is a copy. 

Cromwell’s head is an interesting one be- 
cause it may not be Cromwell’s. owever, 
that is only a possibility, as the mask has 
been traced until scholars are satisfied 
that it is one of the several made immedi- 
ately after Cromwell's death. Doubt arises 
Only because there is no likeness between 
the mask and the Cromwell head which 18 
supposed to have hung on the outer walls 
of Westminster Hall as a warning against 
disturbers of the country’s peace. The 
cast is traced from Cromwell’s son until 
1859, when it was given by a descendant to 
“the United States Cabinet.“ Cromwell's 
body is supposed to have been shifted about 
during the time of the restoration, and 
varied stories are given in history of the 
supposed whereabouts of it. Equally varied

There has been some doubt in the minds 
of scholars as ta the genuineness of the 
Dante mask, it. being contended that the 
art of taking masks was not known until 
long years after his death. It is said there 
is no record of this mask until 300 years 
after Dante's death, but as it resembles all 
the accepted portraits of him it is believed 
that it may be aythentic. Mr. Hutton found 
several casts in Florence claimed to have 
been made from the original mold. Tasso, 
who died April %, 1596, on the day the Pope 
had set apart for crowning him with the 
wreath of laurels Petrarch and other Ital- 
lan laureates had worn, is shown in a copy 
of the original mask now in the Convent of 
St. Onofrio, where Tasso died and is buried. 

Two masks of Shakspeare are included. 
One, the Kesselstadt mask, found in some 
rubbish in @ German city, and the Strat- 
ford bust. The former is believed to have 
been taken immediately after the great 
dramatist’s death, stolen by a member of 
the German Embessy during the time of 
the first James, taken to Germany and 
prized for Many years, but to have been 
thrown away as rubbish long years after. 
It has been as much discussed as the 
question, ‘“‘“who made the Stratford bust!“ 
for which -Gerald Johnson has had credit, 
not without some doubt, these many years 
and which is one of the most familiar pre- 
sentments of Shakspeare. The mask of 
David Garrick ts believed to have been 
taken from life and it resembles the fa- 
millar portrait of Garrick by Hogarth, 
which is in Windsor Castle. There are 
many portraits of Garrick in New York and 
London, as well as masks, some of which 
are claimed as death masks. They have 
many evidences of life about them and as 
Garrick was famous for his ability to con- 
trol his face it is thought not improbable 
that he letra mask be made while pre- 
tending death. 

An element of doubt surrounds so many 
of the masks that they are made many fold 
more interesting. Edmund Kean’s is one 
of these. It resembles the only portrait for 
which Kean sat, yet an ancient society 
meets to dine in a dingy room in Harp 
Tavern, Covent Garden, that has preserved 
the chair of Kean, the hole in the wall 
made by a pot he threw at a former Lord

AN IMPORTANT PERSONAGE IN 
OPERA RENDITIONS WHO Is 
“OUT OF SIGHT.” 


The public has heard through the medium | 


ef the press all kinds of amusing episodes 
in the lives of ballet girls, chorus girls, 
tragedians, comedians, prima donnas and 
Stars of every magnitude off and on the 
Stage. How they happened to turn to the 
Stage, their various difficulties in achieving 
fame, their love and divorce escapades, 
how they preserve their youth and beauty, 
the kinds of wines they drink, whether they 
approve of the new woman, how they felt 
en their first appearance in tights, and the 
numder of times their diamonds and pet 
Gogs have been stolen are subjects long 
Gince exhausted. 


But there is one important person in the- 
atrical, at least in operatic, companies, one 
Upon whom the success of the play depends, 
the public never hears anything about. 

This is the prompter, and he is simply 
“out of sight,” except to the actora He 
@ocupies the little coal scuttle arrangement 
Girectiy in the center of the stage and just 
Outside of the curtain. The audience are 
seldom conecious of his presence, the only 
exceptions being when in des enthusiasm 
he pitches his voice too high and those 
mear the front hear two volces reciting the 
part instead of one. On the inside of this 
coal scuttle, a prompter’s box, is an opening

head and arms extend. In fron 
his book and the stage. 

The prompter for an opera company must 
be an accomplished musician and perfectly 
familiar with every line in the opera—just 
any old thing won't do.

No better instance of the prominence of 
the prompter suggests itself than that of 
Sig .

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WEIRD OLD IDOLS 
NOW IN NEW YORK. 


IMAGE OF EGYPT’S GODDESS IS, 
ARTISTS’ MODEL OF THE MA- 
DONNA, NOW IN NEW TORK. 


Dr. Wallace Wood, Professor of the His- 
tory of Art at the New York University, 
has just returned from a visit to the Old 
World, bringing with him a valuable col- 
léction of Egyptian antiques. 

The collection includes one of the most 
perfect ideal heads of the twenty-sixth 
Egyptian dynasty yet discovered, an excel- 
lent image of the Goddess Isis with the in- 
fant Horus, a divinity which’ great arch- 
acologists have recently concluded is the 
original conception from which early Chris- 
tian artists drew the Madonna and child, 
and a varied assortment of other images, 
from the study of which scholars are be- 


lieved to be destined to establish practi- 
cally a new Egyptian mythology and to 
throw light on the origin of the mythology 
of the Greeks. 

The twenty-sixth, or Saitic, dynasty head 
is an unusually beautiful effigy, and seems 
best of all similar heads to embody the 
Egyptian ideal of beauty at that remote 
date. It is of wood, and must be 2,400 or 
2.500 years old, as the Saitic dynasty ex- 
tended from 685 to 525 B. C. The head was 
found on the lid of a coffin in the pyramid 
of Sakara, near Memphis. When Dr. Wood 
secured it he thought it was the head of a 
woman, and so the archaeologists of Lon- 
don who saw it thought, but since he ar- 
rived in New York he has come to the con- 
clusion that it is the head of a man. 

The most interesting of all the images of 

ods in the collection is that of Isis holding 

he infant Horus, because, as was said 

Above, it has been quite definitely decided 
that it is the prototype of the Madonna of 
Christianity. he image is between two and 
three thousand years old. The theory of 
the scientists is that these images of Isis 
were imported from Egypt into Rome in the 
early centuries of the Christian era, where 
they became very popular, and that artists 
there worked out from them as models their 
ideals of the Madonna. They at least prove 
that the idea of the divine mother antedates 
the establishment of Christianity. 

The theory of evolution appears to have 
been surmised among the early Egyptians, 
for the Ptah was compared to the frog in 
the animal kingdom, which animal is de- 
veloped from the tadpole. So the Egyptians

MACHINE 70 HELP 


| YOU STOP SMOKING. 


YOU CAN SMOKE AWAY ALL YOU 
LIKE, BUT NONE ENTERS 
YOUR MOUTH. 


In the last few years several patent anti- 
tobacco remedies have been put on the mar- 
ket—stuff to make the smoker and chewer 
abandon the use of the weed. No one knows 
just how hard it is to quit without some such 
aid to the will, except those who have tried 
it. Purity leagues, some churches and the 
W. C. T. U. have declared against the weed, 
but still it manages to hold its own, and the 
odor of more or less fragarant cigars, cig- 
arettes and pipes is still with us; and still 
the puddle of “‘ambier’’ as they call it in 
the country, threatens the cleanliness of 
the ladies’ skirts. 

The very latest alleged aid to would-be 
quitters is a mechanical anti-smoking de- 
vice, on which a patent has been granted. 

The machine which is pictured here con- 
sists of a rubber cylinder A, two and a 
half inches high and five-eighths in diam- 
eter. To this is attached the cigar or ci- 
garette holder B, and there is an ordinary 
mouthpiece C. The cigar being in place, 
one smokes as usual, drawing in through 
the mouthpiece, and clouds of smoke come 
out with every puff through the little valve 
D. Not one atom’ of it comes into the 
mouth, because C opens below the thin 
rubber diaphragm E, made of that rubber 
used in toy balloons. 

When the air is exhausted below this it 
bellies down, drawing in the smoke from 
the cigar. Then the spring of the rubber 
— the smoke out through the valve 


Now, as the smoke comes out, the per- 
son pretending to smoke sees and smells 
it. The queer thing about the whole con- 
trivance is that by no exercise of will can 
— persuade yourself you are not smoking, 
n fact. 

It is well known that any one who under- 
takes to smoke in the dark cannot tell 
whether his pipe is out or not, without he 
experiments by inhaling the smoke, or satis- 
fies himself by watching the red glow of 
the burning ash. The machine is based on 
this idea, If a man satisfies himself that he 
can get as much good out of a make-believe 
smoke as out of the real thing, he may quit 
in disgust. 

Another good claimed for it is that a man 
of weak lungs or stomach to whom smok- 
ing is injurious thinks he cannot quit, may 
smoke away at this device ad libitum, with- 
out taking any of the smoke into his mouth, 
or nicotine into his system. 

The device will never be in demand by the 
able-bodied smoker, however. He does not 
want to quit and would be lost without his 
smoke.

Where did the Indian come from? Were 
the great buried cities and temples of Cen- 
tral America, with their wonderful orna- 
ments and sculptures, built by a race that 
drifted there from Southern Asia? Or was 
Lower Asia peopled by Americans? 

These are some of the problems that have 
kept scientists awake nights or a long 
time. Consequently they. are looking for- 
ward with the deepest interest to ihe dis- 
coveries of the Jesup expedition.

“Two ways of connection between the 
new world and the old have been sug- 
gested: The one leading over the islands 
of the Pacific Ocean to South America, the 
other leading along the coasts of the North 
Pacifie coast to our continent. The prob- 
lem that it is proposed to take up relates 
to the northern area. 

“Our knowledge of the ethnology of the 
Pacific Coast of Siberia is largely based 
upon the reports of early travelers. On the 
American side our information is somewhat 
fuller. While almost the whole of Siberia 
is inhabited by tribes akin in language and 
similar in type, the Eastern coast is occu- 
pied by a variety of races. The same is 
true in America. 


„Between the Columbia River and Behr- 
ing Strait ten languages are found that are 
fundamentally extinct, and these languages 
have thirty-seven dialects which are mu- 
tually unintelligible. On the Asiatic s de 
there are seven distinct languages spcken in 
at least ten dialects which are mutually un- 
intelligible, 


“The relations of the races of Southern 
Alaska and British Columbia to the other 
North American Indians, although not qu.te 
clear, are certainly very intimate, since a 
gradual transition of the Northwest coast 
types to those of Eastern North America 
can be established. 


“On the other hand the features show a 
decided resemblancé with the Asiatic types, 
but the races which we find in Northern 
Alaska are much more remote from Asiatic 
types and those further south. It is there- 
fore likely that extensive migrations have 
taken place in this whole area. 

Even after the time of the early migra- 
tion of races in this region there has always 
been opportunity for intercourse and for ex- 
change of inventions and of other ideas. 
The forms of certain utensils are much 
alike on both coasts, thus favoring the 
theory that they have spread over the whole 
area from one center, but archaeological in- 
vestigation must show how long these 
forms have been in use and if they were 
preceded by other forms of culture. 

“The mythologies must be scanned with 
great care. There is no doubt that among 
the peoples of Siberia a constant inter- 
change of tales and myths have taken place. 
There are indications that the current

WEIRD OLD IDOLS 
NOW IN NEW YORK 


IMAGE OF EGYPT’S GODDESS ISIS, 
ARTISTS’ MODEL OF THE MA- 
DONNA, NOW IN NEW YORK. 


Dr. Wallace Wood, Professor of the His- 
tory of Art at the New York University, 
has just returned from a visit to the Old 
World, bringing with him a valuable col- 
léction of Egyptian antiques. 

The collection includes one of the most 
perfect ideal heads of the twenty-sixth 
Egyptian dynasty yet discovered, an excel- 
lent image of the Goddess Isis with the in- 
fant Horus, a divinity which’ great arch- 
acologista have recently concluded is the 
original conception from which early Chris- 
tian artists drew the Madonna and child, 
and a varied assortment of other images, 
from the study of which scholars are be- 


lieved to be destined to establish practi- 
cally a new Egyptian mythology and to 
throw light on the origin of the mythology 
of the Greeks. 

The twenty-sixth, or Saitic, dynasty head 
is an unusually beautiful effigy, and seems 
best of all similar heads to embody the 
Egyptian ideal of beauty at that remote 
date. It is of wood, and must be 2,400 or 
2.500 years old, as the Saitic dynasty ex- 
tended from 685 to 525 B. C. The head was 
found on the lid of a coffin in the pyramid 
of Sakara, near Memphis. When Dr. Wood 
secured it he thought it was the head of a 
woman, and so the archaeologists of Lon- 
don who saw it thought, but since he ar- 
rived in New York he has come to the con- 
clusion that it is the head of a man. 

The most interesting of all the images of 

ods in the collection is that of Isis holding 

he infant Horus, because, as was said 
above, it has been quite definitely decided 
that it is the prototype of the Madonna of 
Christianity. he image is between two and 
three thousand years old. The theory of 
the scientists is that these images of Isis 
were imported from Egypt into Rome in the 
early centuries of the Christian era, where 
they became very popular, and that artists 
there worked out from them as models their 
ideals of the Madonna. They at least prove 
that the idea of the divine mother antedates 
the establishment of Christianity.

In the last few years several patent anti- 
tobacco remedies have been put on the mar- 
ket—stuff to make the smoker and chewer 
abandon the use of the weed. No one knows 
just how hard it is to quit without some such 
aid to the will, except those who have tried 
it. Purity leagues, some churches and the 
W. C. T. U. have declared against the weed, 
but still it manages to hold its own, and the 
odor of more or less fragarant cigars, cig- 
arettes and pipes is still with us; and still 
the puddle of ambier“ as they call it in 
the country, threatens the cleanliness of 
the ladies’ skirts. 

The very latest alleged aid to would-be 
quitters is a mechanical anti-smoking de- 
vice, on which a patent has been granted. 

The machine which is pictured here con- 
sists of a rubber cylinder A, two and a 
half inches high and five-eighths in diam- 
eter. To this is attached the cigar or ci- 
garette holder B, and there is an ordinary 
mouthpiece C. The cigar being in place, 
one smokes as usual, drawing in through 
the mouthpiece, and clouds of smoke come 
out with every puff through the little valve 
D. Not one atom of it comes into the 
mouth, because C opens below the thin 
rubber diaphragm E, made of that rubber 
used in toy balloons. 

When the air is exhausted below this it 
bellies down, drawing in the smoke from 
the cigar.. Then the spring of the rubber 
8 the smoke out through the valve

son pretending to smoke sees and smells 
it. The queer thing about the whole con- 
trivance is that by no exercise of will can 
tape? W yourself you are not smoking, 
n fact. 

It is well known that any one who under- 
takes to smoke in the dark cannot tell 
whether his pipe is out or not, without he 
experiments by are the smoke, or satis- 
fies himself by watching the red glow of 
the burning ash. The machine is based on 
this idea, If a man satisfies himself that he 
can get as much good out of a make-believe 
smoke as out of the real thing, he may quit 
in disgust. 

Another good claimed for it is that a man 
of weak lungs or stomach to whom smok- 
ing is injurious thinks he cannot quit, may 
smoke away at this device ad libitum, with- 
out taking any of the smoke into his mouth, 
or nicotine into his system. 

The device will never be in demand by the 
able-bodied smoker, however. He does not 
want to quit and would be lost without his 
smoke.

The forms of certain utensils are much 
alike on both coasts, thus favoring the 
theory that they have spread over the whole 
area from one center, but archaeological in- 
vestigation must show how long these 
forms have been in use and if they were 
preceded by other forms of culture.

There is no doubt that among 
the peoples of Siberia a constant inter- 
change of tales and myths have taken place. 
There are indications that the current

Seated near me were three old 
gentlemen who bore evidences of being well- 
to-do, At every reference to ‘galluses,’ farm 
life and the circus, they nud one an- 
other and laughed so heartily that it was a 

leasure to note their happiness and de- 
ight. Here were three men who had evi- 
dently spent the early portion of their lives 
on a farm. What they saw brought up 
pleasant memories. The farm was real 
and Joshua Whitcomb was an old friend. 
It is the truthfulness of its characters that 
makes ‘The Old Homestead’ one of the 
most successful plays of the decade. Now, 
I do not consider ‘Davy Crockett’ a true 
type of American character. It was success- 
ful for stage purposes, I'l] admit, but it was 
drawn from the imagination of the poet.

THE METROPOLITAN STAGE. 


“L’Arlesienne” Has Caught On With 
Sentimental New York. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 2.—‘‘L’ Arlesienne” 
(Maid of Arles) is a mingling of the beau- 
tiful in music, acting and scenery, with a 
cold dash of a booby’s blubbering, which 


chills and makes one weary. All remember 
Alphonse Daudet’s story because of its 
beautiful sentences, even if it has little else 
about it that appeals to Americans. A 
country youth’s love for a drab is not in- 
spiring in stories or life, neither is his fail- 
ure to marry her and his lamentations 
thereat calculated to loosen the floodgates 
of our tears, nor would we grieve much 
at his suicide, though a few tears might 
be shed for the good country girl for love 
of whom he tried but failed to hide all 
thought of his Nemes's. Daudet's superb 
use of these events in the life of his French 
youth makes a pleasing story, but few ac- 
cept it as he would have us, as proof that 
pure love for a known abandon is possible 
and inferentially proper, This story grand- 
ly staged and acted in superb taste was 
geen Monday night at the Broadway. 

The music is by Bizet, composer of “Car- 
men.“ Some of the finer numbers have 
been heard in grand orchestras, but un- 
der the skillful leadership of Anton Seidel 


and played by an orchestra drilled by him 
the complete score was rendered as few 
had heard it here or in Europe It was a 
feast for the souls of musicians, and lay 
brothers were charmed too, yet the crit- 
ics say that no part of it equaled the mu- 
sic of Carmen.“ 

As an entertainment “L’Arilesienne”’ 
must be accepted as one of the most per- 
fect artistically that has been seen in New 
York in many years.
